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FOREWORD 


The  first  six  months  of  1761,  covered  by  Series  21646 
of  the  PAPERS  OF  COLONEL  HENRY  BOUQUET,  were  not  remarkable  for 
brilliant  deeds  or  outstanding  events.  The  letters  to  Bouquet 
from  his  numerous  friends  and  subordinates  dealt  largely  with 
routine  .matters,  yet  they  are  of  interest  in  that  the;/  show  how 
officers  and  garrisons  functioned  in  what  was  essentially  a time 
of  peace.  New  France  had  surrendered,  the  western  French  outposts 
were  now  in  British  hands,  and  the  Indians  seemed  acquiescent  to 
the  change  in  masters. 

Western  Pennsylvania  seemed  securely  fortified.  Northward 
from  Fort  Pitt,  at  the  strategic  point  where  the  Allegheny  and 
Monongahela  unite  to  form  the  Ohio  River,  ran  a chain  of  forts, 
Venango,  Le  Boeuf  and  Presque  Isle,  which  joined  the  line  of  forts 
from  Niagara  through  Detroit  to  Kichilimackinac.  The  Forbes  Road, 
with  its  protective  posts,  assured  safe  communication  for  Fort  Pitt 
with  the  populated  eastern  section  of  Pennsylvania.  The  British 
and  colonial  forces  seemed  to  have  provided  more  than  adequate 
protection  for  the  frontiers  of  the  province,  especially  when  the 
fact  is  taken  into  account  that  the  despised  Indian  was  now  the 
only  possible  foe. 

In  the  spring  of  1761,  there  were  already  some  ominous 
rumors  of  impending  Indian  war.  The  Indians  were  dissatisfied. 
No  longer  could  they  gain  presents  of  food,  clothing,  and  ammunition 
from  white  men  in  return  for  raiding  other  white  men's  homes,  and 
British  officials  felt  little  inclined  to  give  them  presents  to 
keep  them  friendly.  Moreover,  in  spite  of  previous  understandings 
to  the  contrary,  settlers  began  to  come  into  the  Ohio  country.  The 
restlessness  of  the  Indians,  expressed  at  first  in  petty  thievery 
and  highway  robbery,  was  to  break  out  in  more  serious  form  not  many 
years  hence. 

Meanwhile,  the  letters  were  full  of  petty  matters.  Traders 
asked  Bouquet  for  recommendations  of  credit  from  Philadelphia 
merchants,  reported  the  prices  to  be  charged  for  Indian  goods, 
disclaimed  charges  of  selling  liquor  to  the  Indians,  and  reported  on 
the  progress  of  their  business.  Officers  commanding  in  the  various 
posts  reported  arrivals  and  departures,  changes  in  garrisons,  and 
complained  about  delays  in  receiving  supplies.  Officers'  quarrels 
were  submitted  to  Bouquet  as  referee.  Many  private  citizens  wrote 
urgent  pleas  for  the  settlement  of  accounts  for  horses,  wagons  and 
supplies.  He  had  his  own  business  troubles,  over  his  Carolina 
estate  and  the  settlement  of  regimental  accounts.  He  had  to  help 


settle  the  estate  of  a deceased  officer,  and  to  answer  queries 
about  a runaway  slave. 

Some  representative  letters  picturing  life  in  Forts 
Presque  Isle,  Le  3oeuf  and  Venango  have  been  taken  from  this  and 
the  following  series  to  form  the  chapter,  "Life  in  the  Wilderness 
Posts,"  in  Wilderness  Chronicles  of  Northwestern  Pennsylvania. 
(Harrisburg,  1941) • Many  letters,  not  included  there  for  reasons 
of  space,  will  be  found  in  these  Series,  to  add  detail  and  color 
for  the  reconstruction  of  this  period  of  British  control  in  western 
Pennsylvania. 

The  manuscript  collection  of  the  Bouquet  Correspondence 
forms  thirty  series  of  the  British  Museum' s Additional  Manuscripts 
classification.  After  Bouquet's  death,  his  papers  came  into  the 
possession  of  Frederick  Haldimand.,  his  friend  and  executor,  and  were 
given  by  Haldimand' s heirs  to  the  British  Museum,  together  with 
Haldimand' s own  papers.  For  this  reason  the  Bouquet  Papers  are 
sometimes  listed  as  part  of  the  Haldimand  Collection. 

The  relation  between  the  various  series  of  the  PAPERS  OF 
COLONEL  HENRY  BOUQUET  is  shown  by  their  contents.  Series  21631  and 
Series  21632  contain  Bouquet's  letter  books  for  the  years  1757  and 
1753,  covering  the  period  of  his  service  in  South  Carolina.  His 
military  accounts  for  South  Carolina  are  in  Series  21633*  Series 

21634  is  his  correspondence  with  Sir  Jeffery  Amherst,  and  Series 

21635  is  made  up  of  governmental  instructions  to  Amherst.  Bouquet's 
correspondence  with  General  Thomas  Gage  is  in  Series  21636  and 
21637.  Series  2.1.633  is  composed  of  correspondence  with  Generals 
Stanwix,  Gage,  Monckton,  and  others,  1759-1765*  Series  21.639  is  his 
correspondence  with  Sir  John  St.  Clair  and  Captain  Jam.es  Sinclair, 
1758-1. 763j  and  Series  21640  consists  of  correspondence  with  the  Earl 
of  Loudoun  and  Brigadier  General  John  Forbes.  Bouquet's  letters 
to  and  from  Colonel  George  Washington  in  1759  form  Series  21641* 
The  correspondence  of  Captain  Lewis  Ourry  is  in  Series  21642. 

In  Series  21643  to  21651  are  letters  to  Colonel  Bouquet 
from  various  persons,  his  general  incoming  correspondence  from 
1755  to  1765.  His  general  outgoing  correspondence  is  in  Series 
21652  and  21653.  There  are  miscellaneous  accounts  and  returns  in 
Series  21654,  and  papers  relating  to  Indian  affairs  in  Series  21655* 
Series  21656  has  public  orders  issued  by  Amherst  and  Bouquet,  and 
Scries  21657  has  general  and  regimental  orders.  Series  21653  is 
made  up  of  miscellaneous  papers;  Series  21659  is  the  cash  book  for 
the  South  Carolina  campaign;  and  Series  21660  is  an  inventory  of 
Bouquet's  belongings  made  after  his  death. 


Photostatic  reproductions  of  the  Bouquet  Papers,  borrowed, 
from  the  Library  of  Congress,  were  carefully  copied,  and  checked. 
The  handwritten  copy  was  typed,  and  the  typed  copy  rechecked  against 
the  original.  Finally,  before  any  mimeographing  was  done,  the 
handwritten  copy  and  the  typed  copy  were  carefully  compared,  and 
any  variation  or  doubtful  reading  rechecked  against  the  original 
photostats.  It  is  hoped  that  this  repeated  checking  will  have 
reduced  the  number  of  errors  to  a minimum. 

Great  care  has  been  taken  to  make  a faithful  reproduction 
of  the  original,  bearing  in  mind  the  limitations  of  typewritten 
copies  of  manuscript  material.  For  example,  it  is  not  possible  to 
show,  in  typed  versions  of  drafts  for  letters,  all  the  insertions 
between  the  lines  and  in  the  margins;  they  must  be  rearranged  and 
organized  into  uniform  lines.  However,  when  words  have  been  crossed 
out  or  changed  in  the  original,  a line  is  drawn  through  these  ’words 
in  the  typed  version;  it  is  thus  possible  to  see  both  the  original 
and  the  revised  version  of  the  letters.  Occasionally,  the  omission 
of  a paragraph  is  indicated  by  one  or  two  diagonal  linos,  as  it  was 
on  the  original. 

The  capitalization,  spelling,  grammar,  and  punctuation  are 
the  same  as  in  the  original,  so  far  as  is  humanly  possible.  When 
illegible  or  almost  illegible  words  could  be  determined  with  some 
degree  of  certainty,  they  are  included  in  brackets.  Mien  th^re  was 
some  doubt,  a question  mark  follows.  When  a word  or  words  must  be 
entirely  omitted  because  of  illegibility,  this  is  shown  by  a line 
of  dots  in  brackets,  or  by  an  explanation  in  brackets.  No  attempt 
has  been  made  to  indicate  misspelled  words  or  grammatical  errors  by 
the  use  of  sic;  they  are  too  numerous.  When  there  was  d.oubt  whether 
a punctuation  mark  was  actually  a comma  or  period,  colon  or  semi- 
colon, dash  or  period,  the  most  likely  one  was  chosen. 

The  description  of  the  letters  as  autograph  letters,  drafts, 
etc.,  is  intended  more  as  a tentative  suggestion  than  as  a final 
determination  of  their  character.  Exhaustive  research  and  a study 
of  the  handwriting  would  undoubtedly  result  in  some  changes.  In 
all  cases,  they  are  the  obvious  descriptions,  made  conservatively. 

The  names  of  senders  or  recipients  of  letters  have  been 
bracketed  in  the  headings  when  there  was  any  doubt  as  to  their 
identification.  Dates  missing  in  the  headings  of  letters  have  been 
supplied  in  brackets,  when  they  could  be  determined.  The  dates  in 
parentheses  at  the  top  of  the  pages  are  intended  as  a help  in  using 
the  voluae. 


The  index  is  intended  to  cover  only  the  proper  names,  the 
references  to  p -rsons  and  places.  References  to  Bouquet  are  indexed 
only  when  they  appear  in  the  body  of  a letter.  The  table  of  contents 
makes  it  nossible  to  locate  the  page  number  of  a letter  by  title, 
date,  or  folio  number.  The  chronological  arrangement  is  that 
followed  in  the  original  series. 

This,  like  the  preceding  volumes,  is  a product  of  a Work 
Projects  Administration  project  sponsored  by  the  Pennsylvania 
Historical  Commission.  The  Frontier  Forts  and  Trails  Survey,  the 
Erie  project  which  began  the  work  on  the  Bouqueu  material,  has 
merged  with  the  Historical  Records  Survey  to  form  the  Pennsylvania 
Historical  Survey.  This  statewide  project  is  under  the  efficient 
direction  of  -J.  Knox  Milligan,  State  Supervisor,  while  Leo  A. 
Madlehner  as  Assistant  State  Supervisor  is  immediately  in  charge 
of  the  transcription  work.  The  cooperation  of  Mr.  Guy  C*  Cleaver, 
District  Manager,  and  Mrs.  Mill  a I'T.  Smart,  District  Director  of  the 
Community  Service  Division,  in  administering  this  work  in  the 
northwestern  Pennsylvania  area,  is  cordially  acknowledged. 

As  for  the  Historical  Commission’s  share  in  this  under- 
taking, general  technical  supervision  of  all  research  work  is  under 
the  State  Historian,  Sylvester  K.  Stevens,  and  his  has  been  the 
final  word  of  authority  on  all  matters  connected  with  research  and 
publication.  In  this  supervision  he  is  aided  by  Donald  H.  Kent, 
Assistant  State  Historian,  whose  earlier  experience  as  project 
historian  brought  him  into  close  contact  with  this  work. 

On  the  project,  Mrs.  Autumn  Leonard  has  been  immediately 
responsible  for  the  checking  and  preparation  of  this  volume.  To 
her  and  to  the  other  project  workers  who  assisted  in  executing  this 
task,  our  thanks  are  due  for  thoir  careful  and  painstaking  work.

I take  this  opportunity  by  CapV  Brower  v,rho  arrived  at  this 
fort  27^  December  in  twenty  four  Days  from  Detroit  he  tolls  me  that 
the  Inhabitants  at  that  place  vail  be  able  to  supply  Captain  Canipblos 
Party  with  flour  and  that  they  had  when  he  came  from  thence  nineteen 
oxen,  on  the  10th  November  I Sent  by  Captain  Waite  of  Ranger  five 
Barrels  flour  & thirty  six  Barrels  Pork,  so  I am  in  hopes  they  will 
make  shift  for  provisions  untill  the  Season  will  permit  them  to 
Send  their  Battoes  here  for  a fresh  Supply,  I wrote  to  you  by  Ensign 
tie  the  27th  November  and  Enclosed  Letters  for  Gen?  Monckton 
which  I hope  You  have  Received  I acquainted  you  that  I had  it  net 
in  my  power  to  comply  with  General  Moncktons  orders  to  Send  a 
Captains  Farty  to  Presqulsle  for  want  of  Battoes  therfore  could 
only  Send  one  sub:  L thirty  men,  which  I hope  has  got  safe,  I sent 
with  them  Eight  Barrels  flour  & twenty  five  Barrels  pork  which  I 
hope  will  Serve  them  untill  I can  get  Battoes  to  send  Ce.ptain  Cochran 
with  the  remainder  of  the  party  with  a fresh  Supply. 

Enclosed  is  a monthly  Return,  Captain  Ridge  is  here  and 
will  take  the  first  opportunity  to  Joyn  his  Battalion,  I beg  my 
Complements  to  the  Gentlemen  with  you.

Baggage.  I wish  they  co'd  be  returnd  here  as  soon  as  possible,  as 
Our  Kegs  are  much  wanted. 

Inclosd  you  have  Returns  of  an  Actual  Survey  taken  by  the 
Comiss ary  ITT  Greenwood,  you  will  find  that  there  is  no  Nails  or 
Tallow  in  the  Store  wch  are  much  wanted.  Capt  Buckner  will  inform 
You  of  the  Villanous  practices  of  the  late  Comiss  ary,  Notwithstand- 
ing a strict  Survey  was  taken  by  a Virginia  Officer  a few  days 
before  Our  Arrival,  yet  he  has  found  Means  to  Embezzle  upwards  of 
400lb  0p  pea/k  which  was  in  Bulk. 

I held  a Council  with  some  Indians  Yesterday  found  the 
Chief  of  Their  Talk  ended  in  Flour.  They  have  promised  to  supply 
Me  with  Quantity  of  Wild  Meat  for  which  I told  them  they  shod 
receive  Ready  Money  which  pleas'd  Them  not  a little.

The  favour  of  thy  Letter  of  y°  28th  Ult°  I received  y? 
same  date  inclosing  a Memorial  of  several  Traders  here  & should 
have  immediate^/  answered  the  same  but  by  means  of  excessive  pain 
have  been  disabled  till  now,  tho  now  I also  write  in  much  pain  but 
least  I should  be  thought  disrespectful  I have  endeavour'd  to  answer 
yf  seme  as  well  as  possible  & send  it  inclosed  which  I hope  will 
satisfy  Col0  Bouquet  & acquit  me  of  Blame  on  my  Conduct  therein 
Accused,  especially  when  I relate  the  fact  which  I also  offer  fully 
to  prove,  it  was  thus. 


An  Indian  Woman  came  with  about  five  pounds  worth  of  Skins 
to  the  Store  for  all  which  she  wanted  Rum,  this  I absolutely  refused 
being  forbid  by  my  Instructions  to  sell  to  those  who  only  buy  Rum, 
she  then  went  away  & afterwards  returned  & dealt  for  goods  until  but 
about  yV  Value  of  a Canteen  filled  with  Rum  was  the  ballance  she 
then  solicited  hard  to  have  that  quantity  saying  it  was  to  make  a 
feast  with  her  friends  at  her  own  Town  about  ninety  Miles  from 
hence.  I consented  she  should  have  it  provided  she  promised  not  to 
touch  it  'till  she  was  a days  Journey  from  hence  w/  she  not  only 
did  but  said  it  should  be  untouched  till  sho  got  home,  her  Brother 
being  present  said  in  her  favour  that  she  never  drank  Rum  herself, 
but  to  add  to  these  precautions  1 "would  not  suffer  the  Rum  to  be 
delivered  untill  she  with  her  Goods  was  put  over  the  River,  & then 
our  Servant  delivered  the  Rum  to  her  L he  took  Notice  that  she  did 
not  oven  taste  it.

This  quantity  of  Rum,  so  expressed  by  the  Memorialists  was 
quarts  & under  all  these  favourable  circumstances  which  I 


think  cannot  be  contrary  to  tho  design  of  General  Moncktons  or  Col0 
Bouquets  Orders. 


As  to  what  the  Memorialists  Insinuate  that  George  Croghan 
had  Liberty  by  y?  Generals  Orders  to  direct  y9  selling  of  Rum  to 
Indians.  Whatever  was  in  former  Orders,  there  is  no  such  dispone 0— 
ing  power  given  to  Croghan  nor  is  he  mentioned  or  referred,  to  in  any 
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( March  5,  1761) 


shape  or  Character  in  the  Generals  last  order  on  that  head,  a tran- 
script of  which  from  a true  Copy  taken  by  myself  I inclose;  the 
reason  I take  to  be  this,  that  the  General  observed  that  notwith- 
standing the  disposal  of  Rum  had  been  limited  to  Croghans  Order 
yr  Indians  we re  yet  frequently  & almost  constantly  drunk  that  every 
disorder  in  consequence  thereof  w as  introduced  & Murders  often 
committed 


And  even  after  this  last  order  the  difference  was  as  far 
as  I could  see  only  this,  that  whereas  the  Indians  got  Rum  in  many 
places  before,  the  draught  & demand  was  now  proportionally  greater 
at  Trent  & Levys  Store  by  means  of  Croghan  or  McKee's  still  assum- 
ing the  direction  thereof,  & I think  that  v/as  always  the  Consequence 
of  such  Orders  for  some  little  Time  at-  -hand  aftervrards,  that  as  I 
believe  it  is  now  also  the  Case  as  I have  seen  several  Kegs  carryed 
in  one  day  from  Levy' s Store  Opposite  ours  towards  their  other  Store 
on  the  Bank  within  a day  or  two  after  Col0  Bouquets  repeating  the 
Generals  Orders. 


The  s'ne  seams  to  have  been  the  Case  with  respect  to  Powder 
& Lead,  but  this  Prostitution  of  Pov.-er  or  oartiality  or  whatever  it 
may  be  called  may  be  attended  w?  infinitely  greater  Evils  than  the 
former,  For  the  General  probably  seeing  the  Indians  halting  between 
two  Opinions  v/hether  to  declare  against  -us-  or  make  peace  wt-h  us 
his  design  in  this  Order  was  undoubtedly  to  disable  the  Indians  from 
laying  up  Magazines  of  /munition  & Croghan  had  Orders  I understood 
not  to  suffer  the  Indians  to  have  more  than  might  reasonably  be 
supposed  to  serve  them  the  Hunting  Season. 

An  Indian,  Customer  to  this  Store,  came  to  me  & wanted  to 
buy  four  pounds  worth  of  Powder  & Lead  the  next  day  I think  after 
the  Order  v/as  Issued  w?^1  I refused  him  this  Affronted  the  Gentleman 
& he  went  to  Trents  where  he  got  five  pounds  worth  of  Powder  — four 
pounds  worth  of  Lead  & 20/  worth  flints  and  he  was  offered  Credit 
for  IpO  £• 3 worth  of  goods  as  he  said  himself.  I told  yv  General 
of  this  flagrant  breach  of  his  recent  Order.  Ho  sent  y9  Major  to 
enquire  into  it  Trent  confessed  the  Fact  but  said  the  Goods  were 
not  delivered  nor  should  not.  But  John  Bartlett  my  last  Clerk 
having  an  account  to  settle  at  that  Store  went  over  about  the  same  & 
looking  over  Trents  Books  told  me  he  did  see  the  same  powder  1 Lead 
charged  to  y9  same  Indian  with  many  other  Goods  this  v/as  about  two 
weeks  aft or  y7  said  Indian  had  left  the  place. 

Thus  while  the  Generals  Orders  arc  regarded  at  the  Pro- 
vincial Store  with  a scruploous  exactness  submitted  to  in  others 
they  are  I fear  in  one  place  only  made  an  Engine  of  whereby  to  draw 
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all  y?  Indian  Trade  to  one  Store,  so  far  is  it  from  being  a free 
Trade  which  Croghan  made  such  a Bustle  about.  But  I am  apt  to 
think  that  this  complaint  against  me  trifling  as  it  is  was  Intended 
as  part  of  yf  execution  of  an  infallible  Scheme  vrf 1(1  the  Indian 
Traders  I am  told  publicly  boast  to  have  Lain  for  yf  Ruin  of  y V 
Trade  of  yf  Provincial  Store  & that  Sir  is  to  be  so  suddain  that 
the  Goods  are  to  be  sold  at  Vendue  yf  Succeeding  Summer,  For  they 
well  know  if  they  can  get  yf  direction  of  yf  Trade  of  that  Store 
put  under  Croghan  (the  most  implacable  Enemy  to  yf  province)  ho 
will  Very  soon  carry  that  Scheme  into  full  Execution  And  I can  not 
doubt  of  Croghans  disposition  this  way  especially  since  vrith  a great 
deal  of  foul  k abuseful  Language  to  me  unprovoked  in  this  Store  a 
few  weeks  since  he  told  me  he  would  lock  the  Store  doors  up 

Tliis  Man  whose  sole  duty  is  comprised  in  these  two  things, 
to  sec  that  the  Indians  have  equal  Justice  done  them  in  their  deal- 
ings, & to  dispence  of  his  Majesties  Bounty  Justly  to  them.  And  had 
promised  to  regulate  & oblige  all  yf  Indian  Stores  to  sell  as  low 
as  Goods  are  sold  at  in  yf  Provincial  Store  This  would  h.  .ve  been 
doing  his  real  duty  But  instead  thereof  it  must  be  well  known  to 
him  that  every  other  Indian  Store  now  soil  & for  a long  time  past 
havo  sold  their  goods  from  ten  to  forty  PCf  dearer  than  they  are 
sold  at  this  Store  and  his  Malice  seems  the  more  rancour ous  against 
this  Store  for  doing  that  equal  Justice  to  yf  Indians  without  any 
reward  which  he  is  paid  at  a great  Expence  to  do  out  from  yf  above 
instances  continued  he  does  not  neglect. 


One  thing  it  may  not  be  unfit  to  mention,  that  before  the 
Provincial  Store  sold  Rum,  Trent  k Levy,  constantly  & others  whom 
Geo.  Croghan  was  pleased  now  k then  to  Indulge  in  the  Sale  of  Rum 
would  not  let  y®  Indians  have  this  Liquor  but  for  the  Choicest  of 
their  skins  & furs  k with  the  refuse  they  were  sometimes  indulged 
to  come  to  the  provincial  Store  for  their  wearing  Apparol  shore  they 
were  sure  to  get  it  cheapest.  And  if  they  can  got  an  Inhibition  to 
yf  Provincial  Store  on  yf  sale  of  Rum  or  the  direction  thereof  into 
Croghans  Hands  w?n  will  be  equal  thereto  then  the  same  Game  will 
doubtless  be  played  over  again  w?’n  how  unjust  is  left  to  thy  Candour 
k equitable  Judgment 

If  my  Health  bo  restored  I shall  also  in  my  'Turn  present 
a Memorial  or  something  else  in  the  moan  Time  I will  not  trouble  the 
Commandant  with  more  on  this  disagreeable  subject  but  conclude  wj^1 
two  or  three  petitions  on  behalf  of  my  principals 
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As  I understand  that  Col?  Bouquet  is  shortly  to  leave  this 
Conn  and  I pray  he  would  be  pleased  to  recommend  yf  Provincial  Store

Mr.  Hambach  has  drawn  on  mo  payable  to  the  order  of  John 
Barr  in  Lancaster,  for  One  Hundred  pounds  this  Curr?  payable  in  6 
months  from  the  13"t  Past  with  Interest  thereon,  Which  order  I have 
Accepted,  and  in  the  meantime  changd  to  Your  Account,  Where  it  may 
Stand,  till  its  dischargd,  Which  I dare  say,  MF  Hambach  will  bo

be  pleased  to  give  him  a Hint,  that  they  are  for  the  Troops  at 
Pittsburgh. 

The  first  time  Miller  comes  to  town  I will  pay  him  Your 
Account,  Which  I had  done  first  when  he  mention!  it,  but  I thought 
it  proper  to  have  your  orders.  Mi*  Dow  return!  here  last  Week,  he 
brought  Letters  from  our  Friends  Capt  Sterling  and  his  Lady  dated 
at  Portsmouth  the  10  y J any;  Sterling  had  got  yf  Magnsnime,  on  board 
of  Which,  Lord  Howe  was  to  hoist  his  Flag;  but  MTS  Sterling  vac  far 
from  being  very  Well.

As  to  other  Promotions  at  home  I ref  err  to  the  Papers,  only  it  -was 
reported  before  I left  Portsmouth  that  General  Monckton  was  made 
Governor  of  N york,  And  Since  I came  here,  I here  our  Honest  General 
his  gote  the  23^  Regoment  Husks,  but  I had  a letter  from  him  of  the 
6th  of  Janr,y  wherein  he  Does  not  mention  a Single  word  of  it, 

I waited  one  Collonel  Provost  who  was  very  weil,  and  dosyre'd  his 
Compliments  to  you  ho  proposed  goiing  to  Holland  Inclosed  I Send 
you  the  Decemf  Magazine  with  Some  of  the  papers. 

I had  the  callander  for  this  year  but  was  obliged  to  Send  it  to  the 
general,  I am  extreamly  Sensible  of  the  many  civilities  I have 
received  from  you,  And  I shall  only  wish  I had  it  in  my  Power  to  be 
of  any  Service  to  you,  it  Should  make  me  very  happie. 

If  you  -want  for  anything  or  any  oficer  of  the  Regeinent  as  I can 
learn  we  Shall  remain  up  the  Country,  I beg  youll  lett  me  know,  But 
I expect  orders  every  moment, 

I have  brought  over  a pair  of  Pidgeons  with  me,  they  are  both  to

I have  been  in  hopes  of  hearing  from  you  Some  time  past, 
which  prevented  me  Sending  this  Express  sonner;  as  I had  an  Oppor- 
tunity to  write  General  Amherst  twice  by  Niagara.  You  may  beleive 
I am  impatient  to  receive  further  Instructions  from  the  General  as 
Several  Things  have  happened,  that  General  Monkton  could  not  have 
foreseen. 


You  See  by  the  Inclosed  returns  the  healthy  State  of  this 
Garrison,  The  Season  has  been  very  favourable  for  to  us  for  Venison, 
The  Inhabitants  continue  to  Suply  us  with  flour  and  Indian  Corn, 
and  doe,  all  I could  desire  of  them  for  the  Service,  I hope  to  be 
able  to  Support  the  Troops  without  Medling  with  their  Cattel,  which 
gives  them  great  Pleasure;  Indeed  they  seem  at  present  quit  happy 
with  eur  happy  wth  under  our  Government.  I have  had  but  one  Com- 
plaint of  our  Soldiers  Since  we  have  been  here,  I attribute  that, 
to  the  want  of  Rum. 


We  Shall  be  in  great  Need  of  our  Cloathing  before  it  can 
be  Sent  to  us.  I doe  not  know  if  we  can  trust  Money  by  the  Indians 
I beleive  we  can  Make  a Shift'  without  it  till  a.  better  Opportunity 
offers. 


It  will  be  proper  to  Send  us  Some  Drugs  from  the  General 
Hospital,  how  soon  it  will  be  possible,  I could  -refuse-  not  refuse 
the  Inhabitants  the  Doctors  Assistance,  who  were  destitute  of  every 
help  of  that  Kind. 

As  to  the  Indians,  I have  had  the  good  luck  to  please  them, 
the  I have  little  to  give  them  and  indeed  Noe  orders  about  them. 
Our  Amunition  hold  out  pretty  well. 


(March  10,  1761) 


I am.  certainly  informed  that  the  Shawneese  continue  to  doe 
us  all  the  harm  they  can.  It  is  by  them  the  Commandant  of  the 
Illinois  knows  all  that  is  done  at  Fort  Pitt,  they  are  invited  to 
retire  to  the  Illinois,  where  there  is  part  of  their  Nation  Settled.

Major  Rodgers  But  as  Capt  Campbell  wrote  you  at  large  did  not  choose 
to  trouble  you  then  particularly  as  I wrote  M -T  Bentinck  a very 
long  Letter  with  the  best  accounts  I could  give  of  this  place, 
Which  Letter  I dare  say  he  would  Show  you. 

As  you  are  always  doing  good  Offices,  I hope  you'  1 procure  a 
[Purchase]  for  me  if  it  should  offer  either  in  the  Battallion  or  any 
other  Regiment.  I left  Money  for  that  purpose  with  Capt  Barnsley. 
And  hope  my  being  at  such  a Distance  will  be  no  impediment  to  my 
Promotion. 

I wrote  Col?  Grant  upon  this  Subject,  And  I’m  very  certain 
he  will  do  all  he  can  for  me. 

The  Inhabitants  here  seem  very  well  pleased  with  their 
change  And  even  acknowledge  that  the  Capitulation  was  more  favour- 
able than  they  expected  it  would  have  been. 

They  are  very  well  Satisfied  with  Capt  Campbell  but  say 
in  case  more  Troops  should  be  Ordered  here  nothing  could  make  them 
happier  than  being  under  your  Command.  I have  often  heard  them  Speak 
of  you,  And  that  with  the  greatest  regard. 

I assure  you  they  make  a handsome  appearance  at  the  Com- 
mandants every  Sunday  Night  Where  they  come  to  play  at  Cards  & 
Continues  till  twelve  O’clock  at  Night. 

In  Short  they  pay  more  respect  to  the  Governour  here  than 
is  done  in  .any  other  of  our  Colonies.

Mother  Hickman  has  assurd 
Me  of  seven  or  eight  fat  ones  of  Hers  which  She  has  sent  for.  Said 
to  be  Here  to  Morrow. 

You  will  be  surprisd  at  My  Taking  this  Method  of  Sending 
the  Returns,  shod  not  have  done  it,  had  not  my  Bad  State  of  Health 
obligd  Me;  I have  been  confind  to  My  Room  for  a week  past,  I had 
obstinate  Fever  four  Days,  it  has  now  left  Me,  & am  now  reducd  so 
Low  as  scarce  to  be  able  to  Crawl  the  Length  of  my  Room  which  is  a 
very  Comfortable  one  for  a Person  in  my  Scituation.  I hope  (shod 
I be  able  to  undergo  The  Fatigue)  You  will  allow  Me  to  come  down 
to  Fort,  where  I may  have  a chance  of  Recovery  but  here  very  Little 
probabillity.

I will  bring  him  to  his  senses  [ , . . ] In  this 
situation  I left  and  last  week  [ . • • ] Indian  I, and  to  see  a little 
of  the  new  [ . . . ] I was  prevented  from  entering  there , by  in- 
formation given  me  (by  good  luck,  perhaps)  that  a guard  of  7 of 
the  strongest  negroes  on  the  plantation  had  been  called  at  once 
upon  my  arrival  to  guard  the  house  and  to  forbid  absolutely  my 
entering  the  plantation,  which  I had  no  desire  to  attempt.  What 
grieves  me  most  is  the  fact  that  all  the  neighbors  knew  of  it  as 
soon  as  I did  and  that  I learned  from  them  the  fine  character  'which 
has  been  given  me,  with  the  intention  of  driving  me  to  despair, 
which  I thank  God  has  not  succeeded  up  to  the  present,  not  wishing 
[ . . . J to  justify  my  conduct  alone  which  is  sufficient.  [ . . . ] 
from  [Mr.]  the  neighbors  and  people  I kept  company  with . This 
does  not  surprise  me,  as  I expected,  it,  since  I learned  to  know 
the  character  of  Mr.  F.  who  wronged  me  so  deeply.

The  land 
as  I had  the  honor  to  inform  you,  being  entirely  depleted,  it 
produced  only  36  barrels  of  rice.  This  crop  will  grow  less  and 
less  every  year.  It  is  very  true,  that  if  there  had  been  rain,

This,  Sir,  is  all  I an  able 


to  have  the  honor  to  communicate  to  you  about  what  I did  last  year, 
which  is  also  what  I have  written  to  those  gentlemen  in  London  from 
whom  I await  a reply.  If  I am  not  favored  with  one  from  you  [I] 
will  not  leave  this  city  as  I cannot  otherwise  justify  my  conduct.

him. 

As  Hossey  had  scarce  any  Loads  on  his  Horses,  I agreed 
with  him  to  Carry  Six  hundred  Weight  of  flour  to  Presque  Isle. 
( Knowing  they  would  be  short  there,  if  no  Supply  came  from  Niagara, ) 
for  which  I Paid  him  Ten  Pounds,  & a Bushell  of  Corn  for  the  Horses,

L TRANSLATION J 


Walnut  Hill,  April  15,  1761. 


Where  shall  I begin,  my  dear  Colonel,  overcome  as  I am  by 
the  misfortunes  which  surround  me,  abandoned  by  my  dearest  friends 
and  persecuted  by  my  bitterest  enemies.' 

If  I could  tell  you  or  rather  write  you  of  the  grief  in  my 
heart,  you  would  be  touched  by  my  misfortunes. 

I have  realised  for  a Ion'  time  that  affairs  are  not  right 
(and  that  they  also  had  a bad  beginning),  but  I never  imagined  that 
they  would  be  like  this  or  that  the  gentlemen  of  London  would  for- 
sake us  in  the  midst  of  it  all. 

I cannot  enter  into  any  detail  because-  I do  not  know  all 
that  has  occurred,  neither  shall  I dwell  on  it  beyond  my  understand- 
ing. I shall  only  tell  you,  my  Colonel,  that  — according  to  my 
limited  judgment  — if  instead  of  sending  to  F.  and  G.  pettifogging 
men  of  bad  principles,  or  — to  express  it  better  — no  principles 
at  all,  they  had  (if  they  did  not  have  confidence  enough  in  these 
gentlemen)  sent  an  honest  man,  one  of  integrity  who  would  have  been 
able  to  help  them  both  -with  good  advice  and  discretion,  the  affairs 
would  not  have  gone  this  way;  but  such  thoughts  arc  useless  in  the 
present  case. 

Mr.  D’Ellient  has  told  everywhere  that  he  has  as  much 
interest  in  the  business  as  Mr.  Fescn  and  even  more.  He  has  injured 
and  continues  to  injure  his  standing  both  by  speaking  and  writing 
against  him.  How  can  one  manage  to  avoid  becoming  the  sacrifice 
and  victim  of  an  unscrupulous  man,  who  thinks  only  of  his  own 
interest  and  chooses  to  elevate  himself  through  the  ruin  of  an 
unfortunate  man,  his  wife  and  a dear  child.  My  heart  trembles  at 
the  thought  of  it;  I must  stop. 

Oh!  dear  Colonel,  how  cruel  it  is  for  me. 

The  result  of  this  procedure  is  that  on  last  Friday,  the 
10th  of  this  month,  Mr.  F.  was  sent  here  by  Mr.  Rattray  to  send  25 
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negroes  to  the  city  at  once  to  be  sold  to  pay  the  debts  of  F.  and  G. 
Fesch  was  arrested  for  the  letters  of  exchange,  which  we re  returned 
from  London  protested,  nd  if  it  had  not  been  for  Mr.  R.  and  other 
friends  of  his,  he  wourd  have  been  thrown  into  prison.  I ask  you 
to  think  of  my  position,  who  was  ignorant  of  all  this. 

Last  year  Mr.  D.  made  it  apparent  to  everyone  that  it  would 
take  very  little  to  ruin  the  plantation,  as  it  had  produced  only 
36  barrels  of  rice,  11  barrels  of  peas  and  a few  hundred  bushels  of 
wheat,  which  would  not  have  served  to  maintain  all  the  negroes,  if 
they  had  stayed.  It  is  true  that  the  season  was  not  of  the  best 
because  of  the  great  drought,  but,  nevertheless,  if  he  had  granted 
his  help,  we  could  have  made  more  than  enough  to  pay  expenses. 
Whenever  Mr.  F.  remonstrated,  he  was  abrupt  with  him;  if  others,  he 
was  offended.  What  is  one  to  do  with  a man  who  claims  to  know  more 
than  anyone  else,  even  those,  so  to  speak,  who  are  twice  his  age. 
I am  very  sorry  to  be  obliged  to  speak  and  think  thus  of  Mr.  D. , 
but,  unfortunately,  for  me,  I am  too  much  concerned  in  the  mis- 
fortunes he  has  caused  us.  I had  some  respect  for  him  and  believed 
him  incapable  of  a mean  action:  that  is  all  I have  to  reproach 
myself  with  in  regard  to  him.  Now,  I appeal  to  you,  my  dear  Sir. 
You  are  a just  man  in  whom  I have  placed  every  confidence,  since  I 
have  had  the  pleasure  of  knowing  you.  You  have  shown  me  kindness 
and  at  one  time  granted  me  your  friendship.  Rest  assured  that  I 
shall  never  abuse  it;  my  feelings  are  too  sensitive  on  this  point 
and  will  be  until  my  last  breath.  But  I am  in  despair  at  seeing 
myself  despoiled  of  everything  and  facing  destitution  in  a strange 
country,  far  from  my  relatives,  in  constant  fear;  how  can  one  manage 
to  endure  such  a miserable  existence.  The  only  hope  I have  is  that 
Mr.  F.  will  be  an  honest  man,  and  render  you  gentlemen  an  account 
as  soon  as  possible.  He  was  undoubtedly  wrong  not  to  have  done  so 
sooner,  and  not  to  have  written  and  informed  you  of  the  condition 
affairs  were  in,  but  apparently  since  they  were  troublesome,  he  did 
not  want  to  add  more  troubles  to  those  you  have  already,  hoping 
that  someone  woi.ld  come  from  London  to  help  hLm  settle  them  mutually 
and  put  them  all  in  good  order.  I do  not  say  this  to  excuse  him  — 
far  from  it  — , since  I blame  him  very  much;  but  as  there  is  no 
remedy  for  what  is  already  done,  it  is  for  the  future  that  I beg 
that  you  aid  us,  and  that,  before  condemning,  you  examine  the 
smallest  transactions  and  then  pass  sentence  without  prejudice 
against  anyone,  but  according  to  their  merits.  This  is  what  I beg 
you  to  do. 
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I have  remained  here  since  the  last  day  of  the  year  1760. 
I am  happy  isolated  from  the  rest  of  the  world.  I would  really 
prefer  to  hide  myself  in  the  depths  of  the  Arabian  desert;  at  least 
I could  bewail  my  fate  there  without  fear.  We  have  now  an  overseer 
who  is  very  proficient  in  his  calling,  who  is  named  Albert  Akerman. 
The  plantation  has  never  been  in  such  good  condition  since  we  have 
had  it.  The  weather  is  better  and  everything  is  growing.  The 
negroes  that  were  sent  away  to  be  sold  were  the  worst.  It  relieved 
the  plantation,  as  formerly  there  v/ere  too  many.  As  to  S.  H.,  we 
have  tried  to  sell  it  several  times,  but  we  found  no  purchaser. 
The  trouble  in  Carolina  could  well  be  the  cause.  That  once  settled, 
we  will  not  fail  to  sell  it.  It  is  a hundred  per  cent  more  valuable 
now  than  it  was. 

I wrote  you  on  the  16th  of  last  August,  but  received  no 
reply.  This  increases  my  concern,  not  knowing  if  you  had  received 
your  3 chests.  As  I wa s at  W.  H. , I did  not  have  an  opportunity  to 
speak  to  Col.  Grant,  but  he  said  he  had  delivered  everything  and 
sent  you  my  letter,  in  which  he  had  enclosed  one  from  F.  with  3 
lists  of  your  wearing  apparel.  As  to  the  rest  of  your  baggage,  I 
did  not  think  it  best  to  send  it  until  further  orders,  not  knowing 
if  the  other  had  reached  you.  When  you  want  them,  Mr.  Skiddy  has 
offered  to  go  with  them,  and  to  take  care  of  them.  In  the  meantime, 
I am  looking  after  them  and  you  can  count  on  me  for  their  safety. 
I am  sending  by  Capt.  North  the  mathematical  instrument  well  packed, 
with  a small  book,  which  is  in  the  case.  I could  never  find  the 
use  the  Theodolite. 


Mr.  Fesch  is  at  present  at  the  plantation,  and  I returned 
to  S.  H.  several  days  ago,  from  where  I beg  you  to  continue  your 
dear  friendship  and  to  believe  me  eternally

We  have  had  one  Whale  boat  from  Oswego  but  had  no  late 
intelligence,  We  are  very  impatient  for  the  next  Express;  The  River 
at  present  is  full  of  Ice  & v/ill  continue  so  till  June  as  all  that 
Ice  that  comes  from  Lakes  Erie,  Huron,  Super ieur,  must  pass  by  this 
Fort.  The  Fish  we  catch  here  are  excellent  & have  been  of  the 
greatest  use  to  us  The  Salmon  are  now  very  good,  but  as  I am 
tired  of  Fish  I should  be  glad  to  shift  my  quarters.

I wrote  you  by  the  Return  of  the  Battoe,  since  which  tiir.e, 
I have  had  no  Opportunity.  The  l6t^  Inst  the  Battoe  which  I sent 
off  the  3?  returned  here  from  Le  Boeuf,  having  delivered  all  the 
Flour  there  safe,  the  19^^  I sent  off  tv:o  Battoes,  loaded  with 
Seven  Barrels  of  flour,  &.  Six  Barrels  of  Beef,  v.dth  a Kegg  of  pork, 
for  Guy’s  own  Use,  but  ’when  they  were  gone  about  three  Miles,  the 
Battoe  that  was  loaded  with  Beef  (going  up  a Riffle,  & turning  a 
Shelving  Rock,)  shipped  Water,  & by  the  force  of  the  Stream  filled 
immediately,  & sunk,  the  Men  saved  themselves  by  Svdmmi ng,  I im- 
mediately  went  out  with  all  the  Men  off  Duty  & got  the  Battoe  hawled 
up,  4 saved  four  Barrels  of  Beef,  I made  both  Battoes  lye  there, 
till  I had  a Return  of  what  v/as  lost,  which  I send  you  inclosed,  & 
Seeing  I had  lost  so  many  arms,  (which  I hope  I shall  find  again, 
when  the  Crook  gets  low)  I could  not  pretend  to  send  both  Battoes 
forward,  without  leaving  the  Garrison  quite  Bare,  therefore  next 
Day,  being  the  20tn  sent  forward  one  Battoe,  loaded  'with  four 
Barrels  flour,  <k  three  Barrels  of  Beef,  Sc  ’which  I hope  will  get 
safe,  You  will  sec  by  the  Return  that  I have  not  many  Weeks  flour 
left,  (having  sent  up  in  all,  by  the  Battoes,  Twenty  five  Barrels 
of  Flour,  Sc  three  Barrels  of  Beef)  therefore,  can  1 onward  no  more, 
till  such  time  as  I get  a Supply.  I gave  the  Men  that  returned 
with  the  Battoe  from  Le  Boeuf.  10/  each,  they  seemed  to  think  it 
hard,  they  were  not  allowed  l/6d  a Day  each,  as  they  told  me  all 
the  Soldiers  at  Pittsb?  are,  when  they  work  in  the  Battoes,  if  that 
is  the  Case,  I hope  you'll  be  so  good  as  allow  me  to  give  it  them, 
as  I must  do  them  the  Justice  to  say,  they  behaved  exceeding  well, 
& very  diligent. 
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Greenwood  the  Commissary’s  Behaviour  here,  has  been  such, 
that  I have  sent  him  to  Pittsburgh,  to  answer  for  it,  what  ho  has 
been  Guilty  of,  is  Harbouring  Numbers  of  Indians,  & giving  them 
Provisions,  contrary  to  the  repeated  Orders  of  this  Garrison,  I have 
suspected  it  a long  time,  & found  it  out  the  19^  last,  by  enquiring 
of  the  Baker,  how  much  Bread  Greenwood  used  to  draw  in  a Week,  who 
told  me  before  himself,  that  since  he  came  to  this  Place,  he  has 
never  drawn  less  than  thirty  Pounds  a Week,  & I dare  say  Heat  in 
proportion  which  is  upwards  of  three  Mens  Allowance;  (&  frequently 
thirty  five,  & forty.)  in  Place  of  one  Hans  Allowance,  which  he 
gets  a Receipt  for.  On  finding  this  out,  I immediately  took  Charge 
of  the  Stores  from  him,  & gave  them  to  Serjl  Saam,  a very  sober, 
Diligent  Man,  & who  (with  a little  of  my  Assistance)  will,  I dare 
say,  do  very  well,  till  another  CommissY  comes  up,  I made  him  take 
an  Actual  Survey  of  them  & send  you  the  Returns  inclosed.  I should 
have  sent  this  Express  before  now,  to  acquaint  You  of  the  Battoe 
Sinking,  but  as  the  24"^^  was  so  near,  thought  it  would  make  no 
considerable  Difference.  The  Detachnu  want  Necessary' s very  much, 
particularly  those  who  were  in  the  Battoe,  lost  almost  every  thing 
they  had,  which  is  very  hard  upon  them,  there  are  no  Shoes  to  be 
got  here  & every  other  Necessary,  extravagantly  dear.

a small  one  all  ready;  in  which  I have  about  a thousand  Cabbage 
plants  up;  hope  I shall  get  the  other  done  before  you  sand  up  the 
seeds,  the  Serjt'  & six  men  sets  off  from  this  to  morrow  for  Venango 
with  the  Canoe;  I shall  keep  it  constantly  going.

At  the  Instance  of  MPS  Fes'ch,  who  likewise  takes  this 
Opportunity,  I make  bold  to  write  to  you.  Indeed  ’tis  but  of  little 
moment,  as  the  Substance  of  what  I can  say,  or  cou’d,  had  I gone 
in  person,  as  -was  at  first  proposed,  is  I suppose,  contain’d  in 
her  Letter. 

Tis  with  concern  that  I reflect  on  their  being  any  cause 
for  a Subject  of  such  Nature,  or  that  the  ill  Success  attending 
the  Management  of  affairs  here,  shou’a  be  thought  to  arise  from  the 
Misconduct  or  Disagreement  of  the  Persons  entrusted  with  them;  or 
that  Misrepresentations  of  things  founded  on  private  Pique,  shou’d 
be  the  Occasion  of  so  strange  a Reverse.'  Yet  in  such  a state  are 
affairs  here  at  present,  as  gives  great  Room  for  conjecture.  As  it 
was  never  my  concern  to  be  a Witness  of  what  pass’d  in  the  planting 
Way,  I can  say  nothing  thereon,  tis  true  the  Dryness  of  these  two 
last  Seasons  was  a general  Complaint  throughout  the  Province,  which 
very  probably  might  be  a means  of  checking  the  proper  &.  expected 
Remittances  home,  yet  there  may  be  other  Sc  greater  to  which  I am  a 
stranger,  MP  Fesch  & M1*  Dalient  I know  have  been  at  times  on  not 
the  best  footing  of  Friendship:  But  why  they  were  not,  being  no 
Enquiry  of  mine,  I can  blame  neither  for  it,  tho’  from  what  I hear; 
I might  perhaps  safely  do  it.  This  unhappy  Disagreement  might  be 
the  Cause  of  such  ill  consequences;  as  MP  Fesch’ s remisness  in 
writing  night  have  been  Supply’!  by  him,  & in  Terms  which  an  over- 
heated Passion  may  dictate. 

Be  it  as  it  will,  tis  certain  now  that  Mr  Fesch  is  threatned 
to  be  put  to  Trouble  Shortly,  & the  person  invested  with  the  power 
of  doing  of  not  the  most  feeling  Disposition.  However  Matters  are 
far  from  being  in  a ruinous  condition,  & with  assiduity  might  still 
if  not  quite  recover!,  be  render'd  at  least  somewt'  more  Satisfactory: 
There  is  a prospect  I’m  told  of  a pretty  crop  this  year,  which  may 
in  a great  Measure  make  amends  for  the  past  bad  Ones,  if  the  Means 
of  doing  it  be  not  remov'd  & MT  Fesh  render'd  incapable  of  acting, 
which  'tis  hop'd  will  not  be  the  case.  Inis  apprehension  has  given 
MP  Fesch  a great  deal  of  Uneasiness,  & the  Dread  of  what  wou'd  ensue 
thereon,  having  in  charge  your  Effects,  Still  augmented  it.ecou'd 
my  Assistance  & Service  avail,  I offer'd  it,  & was  preparing  agree- 
able to  her  desire  to  embark  wph  them  for  Philadelphia,  But  as  your 
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positive  Orders  for  that  were  not  given,  or  any  later  than  August 
last  , ’<  vhich  was  to  Send  them  by  Convoy,  which  coud  not  be  Effected 
entire  besides  MFS  Fesch  not  hearing  whether  what  she  then  sent  had 
arriv'd  Safe,  she  concluded  at  last  to  keep  them,  until  you  shou'd 
write  her  in  consequence  of  this  Notice,  being  assured  with  all 
that  they  remain  in  Safety. 

A little  3ox  containing  a Mathematical  Instrument  is  the 
only  thing  that  goes  now,  as  you  express’d  great  desire  in  having 
it.  the  treatise  on  the  Use  of  the  Theodolite  I dont  recollect 
ever  Seing. 

As  I have  made  an  Offer  of  my  service,  I shall  sir,  if  you 
desire  it,  take  whatever  things  there  are  of  yours  here  under  my 
Care  to  Philadelphia  by  the  next  Occasion,  & Remain  in  the  mean 
time.

I received  your  favour  of  the  26^n  this  Day,  by  Mi  Cox. 
The  Battoe  with  thirty  Barrels  of  flour,  arrived  here  safe  the 
24—  Inst  As  she  was  such  a fine  Boat,  I agreed  with  the  Owners, 
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for  Twelve  Shillings  pY  Hundred,  to  go  with  flour  to  Le  Boeuf, 
& loaded  her  with  fifteen  Barrells.  the  Battoe  & Canoe,  which  I 
sent  off  the  Hr*1  arrived  here  the  26th  having  delivered  their 
flour  safe  at  Le  Boeuf,  they  were  detained  several  Days  by  the 
freshes ; Yesterday  Guy  sent  down  a Canoe,  (which  MF  Bard  left  at 
Le  Boeuf  for  the  use  of  the  Garrison)  for  Beef,  having  only  a hund6- 
Weight  in  Store,  & this  Morning  (before  MF  Cox  arrived)  I sent  her 
off,  loaded  with  Nine  Barrels,  & along  with  her  a Battoe  loaded 
with  Seven  Barrels  of  Flour,  which  I Believe  will  be  the  last  Trip 
I can  make,  as  the  Creek  is  very  low,  & falling  very  fast,  if  they 
get  safe;  which  I make  no  Doubt  of,  it  will  be  in  all  Forty  Seven 
Barrels  of  Flour,  and  twelve  Barrels  Beef,  sent  to  that  Garrison, 
which  I think  may  last  them  a few  Months.  I have  the  Pleasure 
to  inform  You  that  I have  found  all  my  Arms,  two  Pouches,  & two 
Coats  so  that  there  are  only  four  Pouches,  one  Coat, & all  the  Hatts 
lost,  the  two  Barrels  of  Beef  I Believe  are  staved,  & the  Casks 
gone;  for  several  Pieces  have  been  found  on  the  shore.  The  first 
Battoe  that  goes  up,  I shall  desire  the  Men  to  look  for  the  Pro- 
vincials Arms  you  mention.

oir: 


I had  the  honor  of  writing  to  you  in  May  1760,  and  last 
month  under  cover  of  Robert  Raper.  I hope  the  letters  reached  you. 
This  one  is  solely  to  advise  you  of  a sale  of  27  negroes  thaw  Mr.  F. 
made  on  the  [20th  of  this  month].  They  are  also  trying  to  sell 
the  plantations,  according  to  reports.  They  want  to  go  to  europe, 
which  I know  nothing  about  [ . . . ] at  any  rate  the.  negroes  were 
sold  at  a very  good  price,  I was  told.  That,  Sir,  is  all  that  I 
[will  do  ...  ] the  honor  to  tell  you  [regarding]  the  [agreement] 
and  the  management  of  your  affairs,  for  he  forbade  all  the  negroes 
and  even  the  overseer  to  have  any  conversation  with  me.  What  is 
worse  is  the  fact  that  I cannot  think  of  any  reason  for  this, 
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[and  that]  I commit  no  crime  by  knowing  it.  I see  myself  reduced 
[ . . . ] as  I have  never  been,  for  I have,  among  the  people  of  the 
country,  neither  friends,  escort  nor  [ . . . ] help,  except  through 
you  and  the  gentlemen  of  London  to  whom  I have  also  sent  an  account 
of  the  reasons  1 had  the  honor  to  write  you  before.  Here,  however, 
is  the  truth.  If  I had  lived  in  town,  I would  have  been  able  to 
become  acquainted  with  the  merchants  and  secure  a position,  but  as 
I have  always  been  in  the  country,  I am  deprived  of  these  advantages 
and  forced  to  live  on  credit  with  a friend,  who  is  good  enough  to 
trust  me,  to  whom  I have  promised  20  pounds  per  month  for  my  board 
alone,  without  knowing  [yet  where]  I will  get  it.  I beg  you, 
therefore,  Sir,  [before  the  gentlemen]  to  [consider]  my  unhappy 
situation,  and  to  send  me  references  to  this  country  to  help  me 
begin  my  career  again,  for  this  cannot  continue.  I have  wanted  to 
go  north.  Fesch  said  that  he  could  easily  arrange  it  for  me  in 
such  a manner  that  I decided  to  remain  [to  find  out  what  was  going 
on]  here. 


I have  [not  received]  any  part  of  my  pay  since  last  December 
and  it  appears  that  I shall  be  without  a situation  until  I have 
used  up  [what]  I must  still  live  on.  I have  no  doubt  whatever  that 
if  I had  been  with  anyone  but  M.  F. , I should  not  have  been  reduced 
to  this  state,  for  it  is  certain  that  when  hr.  Prevost  sent  me  from 
the  north,  I.  would  have  received  100  pounds  sterling  a year,  instead 
of  the  $0  pounds  I receive  in  this  country,  where  everything  is 
incredibly  expensive  and  a person's  constitution  [ . . . ] entirely. 
It  is  not  [ . . . ] I have  no  way  [of]  this  difference,  but  a 
[ . . . ] consideration  that  the  said  M.  F.  has  made  there  and  not 
[ . . . ] that  it  seems  he  has  against  me,  in  spite  of  the  promises 
that  were  made  to  me  in  the  north.  I should  be  very  glad,  Sir,  if 
you  or  one  of  the  gentlemen  would  be  good  enough  to  find  out  from 
some  neutral  person  in  this  country  how  matters  are  going  and  were 
going,  because  I can  prove  all  that  I have  said  in  my  former  letters, 
and  I am  convinced  that  you  will  be  good  enough  to  listen  to  them.

express  boat  every  minute 


We  have  made  out  the  winter,  tolerably  the  lien  being 
healthy,  no  appearance  of  the  Scurvy  is  now  to  be  dreaded,  entirely 
owing  to  tho  Spruce  beer  & the  exercise  they  used  in  bringing  in 
their  wood,  in  the  dry  frosty  weather,  & the  refreshment  of  fresh 
Fish. 

I have  now  been  two  years  on  the  Frontiers,  and  should  be 
much  be  obliged  to  you,  if  you  will  order  me  to  Fort-Pitt  before 
another  winter  sets  in  here. 

My  detached  situation  here  & necessity  of  the  service  will 
I hope  make  my  apology  for  giving  you  this  trouble.

Dear  Sir 


I came  here  Munday  evening,  I delayed  writing  till  I might 
See  if  there  was  Anything  proper  to  inform  you  of.  inclosed  is  a 
return  of  the  provisions  here.  I find  Mr  Christie  has  kept  every- 
thing in  very  good  order  & has  laid  out  2 very  good  gardens,  but 
had  not  seeds;  I got  a few  yesterday  you  had  Sent  up.  there  came 
also  a letter  of  yours  to  Mr  Christie  dated  24^  of  April  About  2 
ship  Carpenters  who  are  to  come  up;  I shall  be  sure  punctually  to 
Obey  your  orders.  As  it  was  better  to  have  the  Companies  As  much 
together  As  possible,  Mr  Christie  set  off  this  morning  with  what 
men  were  here  from  Other  Companies,  in  the  two  battoes  we  came  in, 
& Kr  Dow  is  to  bring  up  men  of  my  Company,  As  Also  more  provisions. 
You  will  Scarce  believe  when  I tell  you  that,  notwithstanding  the 
Season  is  so  far  Advanced,  I set  out  from  Niagara  As  soon  As  it 
was  practicable;  I set  out  the  18^4  & was  to  have  set  out  the  17^4, 
but  the  River  was  much  fuller  of  ice  coming  down  than  ever  we  had 
seen  it,  being  quite  covered,  there  was  pretty  much  next  day  but 
we  made  our  way  through  it.  I was  some  days  at  the  landing  place, 
till  what  barrels  we  brought  were  carried  Over;  the  other  oarrels, 
pork  & flower,  we  got  At  Little  Niagara,  that  carrying  place  hurts 
the  men  much,  being  Nine  miles,  & then,  bad  Road;  some  of  them 
Suffered  by  it.  Mr  Christie  sent  off  Serjl  Castorff  & 8 men  the 
beginning  of  April,  but  when  they  got  within  7 or  8 miles  of  Catfish 
Creek  they  could  pass  no  farther  for  the  Ice,  were  obliged  to  leave 
their  boat  there  & march  by  land,  & As  there  were  many  Creeks  & 
some  Rivers  to  pass,  some  of  them  Ventured  on  A Raft  when  they  got 
past  the  Lake,  but  Castorf,  & One  man,  quite  Spent  with  fatigue  & 
hunger  did  not  Arrive  at  Little  Niagara  till  the  17^:  one  day  more 
would  have  done  their  business.  I found  their  battoe  & brought  it 
here.  We  had  the  wind  in  coming  here  high  & contrary  Almost  the 
whole  way:  We  had  great  difficulty  to  get  to  Catfish  Creek.  Amongst 
other  curious  petrifactions  I found,  there,  was  a very  perfect 
piece  of  a honeycomb,  the  28"^  we  met  Ll  Lesly  from  Fort  Detroite 
with  5 boats  & some  f french  Officers,  going  to  Niagara  for  pro- 
visions; Wre  were  then  not  much  on  this  side  Catfish  Creek,  About 
10  miles. 
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There  Are  Several  men  whose  time  being  out  want  their 
discharge  & Are  the  more  earnest  as  they  hear  so  many  Are  discharged 
at  Pittsburg.  Serjt  Castorf  the  bearer  of  this  letter  is  One  of 
them  & it  is  for  that  reason  I send  him  to  you,  for  tho1  he  is  An 
honest  man  he  is  not  very  Active  & only  keeps  A more  usefull  man 
from  preferment,  but  who  to  recommend  to  you  to  Succeed  him  I am 
very  much  at  A loss,  tho ' I have  the  4 best  Corporals  I ever  saw 
in  One  Company.  Corporal  Moss  is  not  the  eldest,  but  he  has  double 
the  trouble  of  Any  of  them,  being  more  usefull  As  having  had  A 
better  education;  he  pays  the  Company,  makes  out  iallj  the  Returns, 
Writes  a good  deal  for  me,  & I would  be  very  ill  off  without  him: 
I therefore  can’t  help  thinking  he  has  some  right  to  be  favoured, 
& it  is  for  the  good  of  the  Service,  Serjt  Moreton  is  I believe 
Sick  of  the  Service,  he  frequently  Spoke  to  me  about  his  discharge. 
I am  not  fond  of  people  who  Serve  against  their  will;  he  has  Always 
Served  me  honestly  & if  he  thinks  it  for  his  Advantage  I shall  take 
care  my  Company  Shan't  suffer  by  his  going  out,  & would  recommend 
Corporal  Owl  to  Succeed  him,  who  is  eldest  Corporal,  the  men  I 
should  wish  to  Succeed  as  Corporals  Are  James  Berry  & William  Davis; 
they  Acted  As  Launce  Corporals  all  Winter  & behaved  well,  particu- 
larly Berry,  if  it  is  Agreeable  to  you,  & you  have  An  Opportunity, 
I should  be  much  obliged  to  you  if  you  could  get  something  done  for 
Moreton  when  he  goes  out,  he  may  be  usefull  Someway  or  other.  One 
thing  more  I have  to  Add  about  him,  that  I believe  his  long  Service 
entitles  him  to  Chelsea.  I would  not  only  contribute  to  the  happi- 
ness of  men  under  my  command  when  with  me,  but  when  they  have  left 
me  if  they  Are  deserving. 


It  is  with  the  greatest  Satisfaction  that  I inform  you  of 
the  remarkable  good  behavior  not  only  of  my  Company  but  of  the 
draughts  that  Are  with  it.  I wrote  you  in  November  or  December  that 
not  one  of  them  had  been  punished  or  given  the  least  trouble,  but  I 
believe  that  letter  was  lost:  the  fear  of  my  displeasure  has  had  on 
them  all  the  effect  I could  have  v/ished  for.  since  that  time 
Chapman,  A very  good  man  of  yours,  got  himself  into  a Scrape  which 
would  have  been  pass’d  over  if  it  had  not  been  that  it  might  have 
been  a bad  president,  & therefore  I would  not  Speak  for  him.  in 
the  Voyage  here,  Duncan  Grey  my  Drummr,  happened  to  find  £ 8:  10 
of  Another  man’s  & concealed  it;  I ordered  the  Party  under  Arms, 
examined  the  Evidence  before  them,  & ordered  him  500  lashes,  which 
was  given  him  by  the  Company.  this  is  all  has  happened  since  I 
had  last  the  pleasure  of  seeing  you.  Mf  Christie  said  that  tho’ 
he  had  had  a good  deal  of  trouble  with  the  men  he  had  had  none  at 
all  with  mine.  I told  the  Company  I would  report  their  good  be- 
haviour to  you.  1 have  taken  equall  care  of  the  draughts  As  of  the 
others  & it  gives  me  uneasiness  to  be  obliged  to  make  A distinction 
At  this  time  to  make  As  little  confusion  in  Accounts  as  possible. 
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Hcdougal  Stays  with  the  draughts  & remainder  of  my  Company  at 
Niagara,  & keeps  Serjt  Killer.  & Corporall  Owl.  your  Fifer  I ’would 
very  fain  have  brought  with  me,  he  is  A very  fine  boy  & got  a kind 
of  rupture  by  An  Accident,  I wanted  him  here  to  take  care  of  him. 
Corporall  Owl  brought  in  2 deserters  last  year  to  Carlisle  & 
delivered  them  to  Capt  Schlosser  who  commanded,  but  was  not  paid 
for  them,  I sent  Cap'1'  Barnsly  A Certificate  of  it  signed  by  Capt 
Schlosser,  the  poor  man  was  at  A good  deal  of  expences  in  taking 
them  up,  both  in  horse  hire  & paying  people  he  employed,  I sent  A 
Note  of  the  expences;  I should  be  glad  you  would  order  him  to  be 
paid;  if  you  pleased  both  the  premiums  & expences.  the  men  of  my 
Company  who  want  their  discharges  Are  very  few:  I should  be  glad 
of  your  Answer  on  this  head.  I have  relisted  Davis  & Burdewink  & 
shall  tell  Cap"*1'  Barnsly  what  I paid  them  that  he  may  credit  me  for 
it. 


In  the  letter  which  I sent  you,  which  I Suppose  was  lost, 
was  little  but  relating  to  myself  & therefore  I shan’t  trouble  you 
with  A repetition  of  it;  only  this,  that  I mentioned  One  reason  of 
my  wishing  earnestly  that  the  Noneffective  Account  was  settled  that 
I might  be  enabled  to  give  in  my  name  for  A purchasse  which  it  would 
not  be  quite  proper  for  me  to  do  At  present:  this  inconveniency  I 
owe  to  some  pretended  friends;  & must  be  very  grating  to  me  who  by 
a chance  of  Seeing  people  greatly  my  inferiors,  as  to  time  of 
Service,  get  over  my  head,  it  was  against  the  Advice  of  Several 
good  friends  that  I came  into  this  Regiment,  & certainly  wou’d  not 
Appear  for  my  intrest.  I was  eldest  Lieu"*1'  in  A Regiment  where  I 
was  happy  to  the  very  utmost  of  my  wishes  in  many  worthy  & sincere 
friends,  I was  sure  of  A Company  in  A few  months,  & would  have  had 
One  before  we  Arrived  in  America:  I thought  it  dishonourable  not 
to  come. 


I am  almost  Ashamed  to  mention  one  thing  to  you,  but  it  is 
necessary  I should,  As  you  must  have  conceived  a very  odd  opp inion 
of  me,  both  As  to  Same  & Wit,  if  it  has  come  to  your  ears.  A little 
before  I left  Niagara,  talking  of  humbugs,  & of  one  that  was  brought 
last  year  to  Carlisle  of  this  Battalions  being  disposed  of,  & of 
Several  promotions  in  it,  I was  very  much  Surprised  st  Some  pieces 
of  Wit,  As  it  was  called,  attributed  to  me  upon  it,  which  if  true 
would  have  done  me  little  honneur,  at  the  time  that  Storey  was  told, 
as  I had  been  imposed  upon,  Sometime  before,  & was  piqu’d  to  the 
highest  degree;  I therefore,  that  I might  not  be  thought  to  be 
imposed  upon  by  this,  was  Silent  even  to  affectation  amongst  other 
things,  I was  Said  to  reflect  upon  you  As  A forreigner,  which  upon 
my  honnour  I never  did,  & have  frequently  said,  & with  truth,  that 
it  would  give  me  great  pleasure  to  hear  of  your  promotion.  Nothing 
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offends  me  more  than  partiality  to  countries,  & All  well  regulated 
Nations  have  Always  encouraged  All  men  of  merit  to  come  Amongst 
them.  I need  go  no  farther  to  prove  this  mean  partiality  much 
beneath  me,  than  to  my  behaviour  in  my  own  Company. 

As  I came  along  Lake  Erie  I was  as  particular  in  observing 
the  coast  as  the  weather  would  permit,  & was  glad  to  find  that  even 
in  the  worst  parts  of  it  there  Are  landing  places  Almost  every  7 or 
8 riles.  Several  battoes  with  ffrench  traders,  in  their  way  to 
Montreal,  came  here  the  day  before  yesterday  & set  out  this  day, 
Amongst  then  was  KonT  Navarre  who  desired  me  to  send  by  Fort  Pitt  a 
letter  to  Co11  Robinson's  Lady.  I showed  them  all  the  civilities 
in  my  power.  Mr  Cox  is  here  & desires  his  compliments  to  you, 
please  make  mine  to  All  with  you,  & believe  me,

I have  Suffered  Some  Loss  of  horses  on  the  Road, 
who  have  given  out  and  one  stolen  by  the  Indians  which  has  put  me 
under  a necessity  to  buy  Some  horses  from  the  Indians  and  as  they 
would  Sell  me  None,  Expect  I promised  them  to  get  Some  Cows  for 
them  at  Pitsbough,  I have  requested  of  Cap!  Trent  to  buy  Some  for 
me,  and  have  Send  him  a Draft  upon  Our  Correspondent  at  Philadelphia, 
but  in  Cause  No  Body  Should  be  willing  to  accept  of  it,  I have  made 
free  to  tell  him  that  perhaps  you  would  be  kind  enough  to  advance 
the  Money  for  me  and  accept  of  the  Draft.  I most  humbly  beg  your 
honours  Pardon  of  making  So  free,  as  I have  no  Acquaintanc  at 
Pitsbourgh  who  perhaps  would  do  that  much  for  me.

want  of  necessarys,  which  I acquianted  you  off  in  my  last,  if  the 
water  shoud  get  so  shallow  that  it  is  impossible  for  the  Canoe  to 
go;  I shoud  be  glad  to  no  what  I am  to  do  with  here.

I received  Yours  of  the  24*-'“  April,  by  the  Battoes,  which 
arrived  here  the  7 — 1 Instt'  (MT  Blair  should  have  brought  it  with 
him,  but  forgot  it  in  his  Trunk.)  4 next  Day  that  of  4*1*1  May  by 
Row  the  Carpenter,  I dispatched  the  Carpenters  immediatly  on  their 
Arrival  by  land,  with  the  two  Kings  Horses,  that  Ml  Blair  brought 
up,  they  returned  next  Day,  one  of  their  Horses  being  stole,  but 
I immediatly  sent  them  off  again,  I likewise  sent  off  a Battoe  with 
their  Tools  &c£,  which  was  oblidged  to  return  the  same  Day,  on 
Accot'*'  of  the  lowness  of  the  Creek,  But  this  Morning,  I loaded  one 
very  light,  & sent  her  off,  with  Orders  to  proceed  with  ail  possible 
Dispatch.  The  Battoe  that  set  off  the  30b  April  (along  with  the 
Canoe  loaded  with  Beef,)  returned  here  Yesterday,  having  delivered 
the  load,  safe  at  Le  Boeuf.  I send  you  the  AccotiL®  of  all  Expences 
at  this  Garrison,  settled  to  this  Day  inclusive.  I shall  put  a stop 
to  all  further  Expence,  (unless  what  is  absolutely  necessary,)  & 
shall  take  particular  Care  for  the  future,  that  no  person  at  this 
place  sell,  or  give  any  Rum,  to  an  Indian  on  any  Pretence  whatever. 
Mains  returned  here  only  this  Day,  after  being  seven  Days  from 
Pittsburgh,  he  lost  his  way,  & went  to  Kuskusky,  where  he  was 
oblj  dgecl  to  get  an  Indian  to  pilot  him  here.  As  Ml  Hutchins  has 
Business  at  Pittsburgh  I have  given  him  leave  to  go  down , but  the 
shorter  he  stays  the  Better,  as  there  is  always  something,  or  other 
to  do  in  that  Branch,  I have  likewise  given  a furlough  to  Joseph 
Tooson  of  my  Detachment  who  is  to  return  with  Mf  Hutchins;  There 
is  the  greatest  Villain  in  the  Regy  sent  up,  in  place  of  Bridgman  the 
Grenadier.  As  Mf  Clapham  (who  came  up  with  MT  Cox's  Battoes)  is 
detained  here  by  the  lowness  of  the  Creek,  & wanted  provision  for 
his  Men,  I let  him  have  one  Barrel  flour,  & one  of  Beef,  for  his 
Receipt  to  replace  it,  in  the  Kings  Store  at  this  post.  I have 
not  charged  the  Draft  I gave  George  Good  on  You,  (for  the  Carriage 
of  flour  to  Le  Boeuf)  in  my  Accottj? . Cochran  is  arrived  at  Presque 
Isle,  with  Vanhul'st,  Dow  is  expected  in  a few  Days,  in  place  of 
Christie  gone  to  Niagara.  Several  Flour  Casks  that  have  been  opened 
since  Greenwoods  Departure,  are  found  to  be  very  deficient,  I send 
you  down  7.  Empty  flour  Casks,  & some  Tools  unfit  for  use,  with

Dear  Sir 

I received  your  letter,  addressed  to  Hr  Christie,  of  the 
A 4 n , by  Mr  Rowe  ship  carpenter  who  came  here  yesterday  with  one  man, 
& expects  the  other  today:  I had  set  men  to  work  to  cut  timber  for 

him  agt  he  came.  Inclosed  are  returns  of  the  present  Strength  of 
the  garrison,  4 of  the  tools,  & bat  toes  belonging  to  this  place. 
Several  of  the  tools  are  at  le  Boeuff  but  I have  Receipts  for  them. 
You  desire  to  know  if  this  place  can  have  battoes  from  Niagara: 
Mr  Christie  was  obliged  to  bring  a sloops  boat  with  him  when  he 
came;  & luckily  for  me  a man  of  my  Company  found  two  very  good 
French  boats  hid  in  a Creek  at  little  Niagara,  & I was  sent  in 
them,  else  I should  have  been  at  a loss  for  boats,  they  have 
neither  hands,  nor  Materials  there  for  building,  except  wood.  I 
sent  yesterday  to  le  Boeuff  for  Oakum.  I don 't  know  if  I mentioned 
to  you  that  Hr  Christie  had  sent  off  the  provisions  here,  5 barrils 
pork  & 6 of  beef  by  one  of  Mr  Lesly's  boats.  Mr  Baird  xvent  off 
some  days  since  to  Detroite  in  the  bat-toe  Mr  Christie  told  me  he 
was  to  have.  Mr  Cox  is  not  here  at  present  but  I shall  acquaint, 
him  of  the  particulars  of  your  letter  relating  to  him  when  I see 
him.  Mr  Dow  is  to  bring  with  him  1 Serjtq  & 21  private  to  compleat 
me  to  60  private.  I expect  he  will  bring  near  40  barrels  in  these 
2 French  battoes,  As  he  will  not  be  so  loaded  with  men  as  I was. 

In  looking  over  the  garden  seeds  sent  me,  I find  neither 
cabbage  seed,  carrets,  pasnips,  leek's,  oignon's,  pars iy,  nor  turnip. 
I'm  Affraid  Mr  Christie  has  not  chosen  the  best  ground  for  his  new 
garden. 

I have  no  gardiner  till  Ser.j'-'  Mckintosh  comes  up  with 
Mr  Dow.  it  was  at  my  own  desire  he  staid  there  till  then  as  they 
had  no  gardiner.  I have  turned  off  the  baker,  having  brought  a 
better,  they  both  belong  to  my  Company.  Mr  Christie  gave  the  other 
a Certificate,  how  shall  I pay  him?  this  comes  by  One  McMaster 
from  Niagara.

The  Serjeant  arrived  here  20|^  of  April,  he  brought  the 
five  and  twenty  Bullocks  Safe,-  but  very  low  and  not  fit  for  use 
for  some  time,  he  lost  three  of  the  Horses,  the  Weather  was  very 
bad,  he  suffered. much,  he  has  done  his  duty  very  well,  and  deserves 
to  be  taken  Noti.ce  off.  I was  much  Surprised  the  Serjeant  had  noe 
letters  for  me,  and  more  soe  when  my  Express  4 returned  few  days 
afterwards,  without  any.  I received  yours  by  Callendar  the  LV^'n  of 
and  Baird  only  arrived  a few  days  agoe. 

I can  never  too  much  acknowledge  your  Attention  to  the 
Support  of  this  Post,  You  have-  Sent  me  what 
oblidged  to  give  a good  deal  of  Powder  of 

The  Nations  when  they  cone  in  from  their  hunting  wait  of  their  the 

Commandant,  as  it  was  the  Custom  It  would  not  be  prudent  in  me  to 
deviate  from  it  in  my  Present  Situation,  to  give  them  a present 
of  Ammunition  and  Provisions,  I assure  you  I am  much  / put  .to  it, 
how  to  behave  in  Indian  Affairs,  -for  as,  I have' ’noe  orders  on  that 
head.  I cannot  keep  giving  them  some  Provisions. 

Major  Walters  wrote  me  he  could  send  me  noe  assistance 
for  want  of  Batteaus,  I with  great  difficulty  riged  out  in  Batteaus 
being  in  want  of  all  Materials.  I sent  off  Lieut  Lesslyo  the  lS^h 

of  April  hie  went  by  Presqu’isle,  and  Stayed  6 days  at  the  Carrying 

Place  for  want  of  Provisions,  and  returned  here  the  the  ll^n  of 
May,  with  one  hundred  Barrils  of  mostly  Perl:,  and  13  Barrils  of 
Pork  and  Beef  he  sent  back  from  Presqisle,  in  a small  Batteau. 
The  French  are  Surprised  at  this' Expedition:  they  never  heard  of 
the  like  in  this  Lake.  I sent  twenty  Men  with  Mr  Lesslye  and  twenty 
Canadians,  I took  it  upon  me  to  keep  the  Serjeants  Command  till 
Lieut  Lesslye  return  as  I had  not  Mon  enough  to  doe  the  duty  in 
this  large  Fort,  and  a great  many  Indians  assembled  here  at  that 
time.

I now  Send  Ensign  Gorril  with  five  large  Batteaus  twelve 
Men  and  twenty  three  Canadians,  he  goes  by  Prequisle,  I have  sent 
the  Serjeant  with  him,  I keep  one  Smith  of  my  Company,  who  has  sore 
legs,  and  not  fit  for  the  Journey,  that  compleats  my  Detachment. 
I have  likewise  sent  twelve  Prisoners  returned  from  the  Indians, 
they  all  belong  to  Pensilvania  and  Virginia. 


I had  a Letter  from  General  Konkton  it  L&  he  Motions  very 
litle  of  Bussines,  only  that  this  Place  is  to  be  supplyod  from 
Niagara.  I did  not  know  that  he  still  commanded  to  the  Southward 
as  he  desires  me  in  his  Instructions  to  make  -aH-  Reports  of  all 
occurrences  to  General  Amherst  which  I have  continued  to  doe.  Tho, 
I have  manadged  Things  with  the  greatest  0 economy  possible,  I am 
affraid  they  will  find  fault  with  soe  much  Provisions  given  to 
Indians,  tho  in  our  present  Situation  there  was  noe  help  for  it. 
I have  done  t ought  what  I tought  was  best  for  the  Service.

I am  resolved  to  allow  noe  Rum  to  be  sold  hero,  to  Indians, 
there  is  a Quantity  come  from  Niagara,  and  more  on  the  Way.  I have 
wrote  General  Amherst  on  this  Subject. 

You  mention  my  Sending  Canadians  from  this  to  bring  Bul- 
locks, I doe  not  think  they  are  good  people  for  any  Thing  of  that 
kind  they  are  only  fit  for  the  lakes.  I proposed  them  Hr  Hoops 
Scheme,  but  I find  it  will  not  doe. 

There  are  a good  many  Traders  here,  and  more  on  the  Way, 
You  may  depend  Sir  on  an2^  Assistance  I can  W give  to  Persons 
recomended  by  You,  I have  sent  three  Batteaus,  to  Mrs  Callender 
and  Ambacht,  to  bring  their  Goods  from  Sandusky  they  are  Batteaus 
I could  not  fit  out  for  Niagara.  rUchillimakinac  will  bo  an  outlett 
for  them. 


I shall  begin  to  prepare  Timber  for  Ship  Carpenters  that 
are  coming  here.  There  is  noe  Pin  nearer  than  20  Leagues,  the  People 
here  know  nothing  of  making  Pitch,  they  french  never  built  any 
Batteaus  here  I find  there  are  Great  Promotions  in  the  Army  and  I 
think  our  Battallion  has  its  share  of  it.

I intended  as  soon  a.s  I came 
back  from  N.  York  to  have  dispatch'd  one  of  them  viz'1-'  Leech,  with 
some  Things  under  his  Care  to  his  Lieut  but  Vipkey  who  I left  here 
during  my  Absence,  and  who  I intended  to  have  kept  for  my  Batman 
has  taken  that  Opportunity  of  going  off,  and  persuading  a Man  who 
I had  hired  to  take  Care  of  my  Farm,  and  another  who  Leech  had 
enlisted  to  serve  in  his  Place,  in  Case  he  could  get  his  Discharge, 
along  with  him;  I have  enquired  of  every  Person  here  if  he  had 
received  any  ill  Usage  to  induce  him  to  this  Proceeding,  and  all 
confirm  the  Contrary.

Cap":  Callender  has  Send  off  a Cargo  yesterday,  which  he  thinks  will 
Ballance  Ours,  and  has  proposed  to  us  to  go  in  Partnership  with  us, 
and  if  my  Partners  agree  to  it,  I am  willing  to  accept  of  his  pro- 
posal!, as  he  has  more  Indian  Goods  then  We  have. 

I beg  the  favour  of  your  honour,  to  grant  a Licence  to  me,  to  trade 
to  the  upper  Lakes,  in  Cause  the  Trade  Should  be  opened  that  Way, 
as  I am  afraid  We  Shan't  be  able  to  make  <Dur  Returns  for  the  Goods; 
if  We  Confine  Our  Self  only  to  Detroit.  I imagine  that  one  might 
mak  much  a Better  hand  to  trade  with  Indians  this  Side  the  Lake,  if 
there  was  Liberty  to  Do  it,  then  If  other  Side,  as  actually  I might 
have  got  a Better  Price  at  Beaver  town  for  the  goods  then  at  Detroit . 
I beg  Leav  of  your  honour  to  inform  you  of  our  farther  proceedings 
after  our  arrival  at  Detroit  and  recommand  my  self  to  your  honours 
protection  and  friendship  as  I am

I had  the  Honour  of  writing  to  you  by  Lieui;'  Meyers  con- 
cerning my  Batman  Vipkeys  leaving  this  Place  where  I had  desired  him 
to  stay  till  my  Return  from  New  York.  And  of  his  having  perswaded 
a Man  who  I had  hired  to  stay  here  for  the  Summer  to  goe  along  with 
him.  I have  been  at  great  Pains  to  enquire  of  every  Person  at  this 
Place,  if  he  had  been  obliged  to  act  so  from  any  ill  usage  of  any 
Kind,  the  Workmen  that  were  here  have  assured  me  they  lenew  of  none 
and  so  has  every  one  else  about  the  Place;  nor  can  any  one  be 
possibly  assigned  but  my  Negroe  going  to  Table  with  him,  which  he 
did  while  I was  here  without  any  Complaint.  The  Man  I had  hired 
seemed  entirely  satisfied  with  his  Agreement  when  I left  him  yea 
happy  in  being  here,  and  I make  no  Doubt  would  have  continued  so, 
if  it  had  not  been  for  the  Perswasions  of  the  above  said  Vipkey, 
who  it  seems  was  affronted  at  being  forgiven  by  me  for  some  insolent 
Language  which  I very  clearly  proved  ho  had  made  use  of  about  me  in 
my  Absence  and  at  not  being  to  be  left  here  n£tar  the  1-  should  gou 
Summer  which  he  had  given  several  Hints  of.  Upon  the  whole  His 
Behaviour  has  been  very  bad  and  Should  a Court  Martial  think  him 
worthy  of  Punishment  it  would  be  entirely  his  Desert  — both  on 
Account  of  his  Insolence,  and  going  off  contrary  to  Orders. 

This  will  bo  delivred  you  by  Leech  to  -whom  I have  promised 
I would  apply  to  you  for  his  Discharge.  One  of  the  Men  that  Vipkey 
carried  with  him  was  a Recruit  he  had  listed  for  this  Purpose,  who

entirely  Sir  to  your  Good-Will , and  as  I am  of  Opinion  the  Reg‘c  will 
not  be  hurt  by  the  Change  I should  be  glad  it  would  be  favourable 
on  the  Subject. 

Early  to  morrow  I goe  to  Town  to  meet  the  General  when  I 
shall  be  acquainted  certainly  of  my  Destination  for  this  Summer. 
I hope  the  Horses  mil  be  ready  by  that  Time,  and  no  Flour  shall  be 
lost  in  getting  them  forward. 

I had  a very  midling  Tine  at  New-York  when  last  there. 
Four  Weeks  I remained,  all  the  Accounts  were  examined  in  a Day,  and 
a half  and  all  my  Bussiness  could  have  been  transacted  in  four  at 
the  Utmost.  A good  Deal  of  Surprise  was  expressed  at  the  Largeness 
of  the  Sums,  but  immediately  ceased,  when  the  General  Monckton 
acquainted  his  Excellency  of  the  Particulars  and  I was  told  by 
Desire,  that  he  was  convinced  I would  doe  as  I had  done  every  Thing 
for  the  best  of  the  Service. 

I hope  Meyers  Prescence  will  be  usefull  to  Capt’  Basset 
in  the  mean  Time  I hope  your  good  Advice  Sir  will  not  be  wanting.

I wrote  you  by  Ensign  Gorril,  who  Carried  the  Serjeants 
Party  and  the  Indian  Prisoners  to  Presqu'isle. 

I took  it  upon  me  to  keep  the  Serjeants  Party  till  Lieut 
Lesslys  Return  from  Niagara,  I am  oblidged  to  mount  a Strong  Guard 
in- to  doe  duty  in  this  large  Fort  and  besides  at  that  time,  I had 
Some  hints  given  me  of  the  Discontent  of  the  Indians  Which  I am 
glad  is  turned  out  to  nothing. 

I have  employed  People  to  prepare  Timber  &c  for  the  Car- 
penters, for  making  ten  Batteaux,  which  I imagine  will  be  prepared, 
before  they  can  come  to  this  Place,  If  it  had  been  possible  to  have 
sent  them  by  Sandusky,  they  would  have  got  much  Sonner  here.  I 
think  that  is  the  best  Communication  with  Pittsburgh  in  the  Summer, 
f-  -am  for  -having  There  is  noe  dependance  on  the  Lake  in  the  very 
best  Seasons. 

I dare  Say  long  before  this  time,  every  Thing  is  fixed  for 
the  Campaign,  and  the  Troops  in  March  to  reinforce  this  £est  Place, 
and  take  Possesion  of  the  other  Posts.  We  long  to  know  our  Fate. 
The  Indians  expect  Presents  from  us,  I have  done  every  Thing  in  My 
Power  to  keep  them  in  temper,  I have  been  oblidged  to  give  them 
Provisions  and  Small  Presents  (tho  without  orders.)  I hope  the 
Generals  will  approve  of  it  as  the  Necessity  of  the  Service  requires 
it  on  our  first  taking  Possession  of  this  Country  and  being  left 
here  with  soe  small  a garrison,  they  ’were  in  use  to  get  every  Tiling 
they  wanted  from  the  French,  depriving  them  of  all  assistance  might 
| have  been  attended  with  fatal  Consequences.  I have  prevailed  on 
all  the  Nations  to  give  up  their  Prisoners,  but  the  Wiandots,  they 
have  in  Some  Respects  refused  it.  We  are  not  in  a Condition  at 
Present  to  oblidge  them  to  it.  There  is  a great  Spirit  among  the 
Indian  Nations  to  goe  against  the  Cheroquees  (tho  I have  noe  orders 
for  it)  I encourage  them  in  it  and  Supply  all  the  Partys  that  goe 
to  War  with  Ammunition.  Your  Supply  of  Ammunitions  has  been  of  the 
greatest  use  to  me,  I have  wrote  to  Major  Walters  for  some,  I hope 
he  will  Send  it  as  the  Indians  have  great  demand  on  me.  The  Most 
of  the  Indian  Trader  are  come  from  Fort  Pitt;  Several  of  them  have 
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brought  Run,  I have  taken  such  Measures  as  not  to  allow  any  to  be 
Sold  to  the  Indians,  I hope  they  will  all  dispose  of  their  Goods 
their  -Goods-  when  we  take  Possession  of  the  different  Posts.  The 
Indians  all  goe  to  Niagara,  for  the  sake  of  Run,  they  provide  noe 
Ammunition,  and  indeed  Scarcely  deaths,  if  there  is  noe  Stop  put 
to  it,  it  will  be  troublesome  to  the  Officer  that  command  at  this 
Place.  Last  year  there  was  noe  harm  in  allowing  as  much  Rum  as  they 
choose  to  buy  when  this  Country  was  in  Possession  of  the  -Country 
French. 

I think  it  will  be  easy  to  send  Cat  ret  frora  Fort  Pitt,  it 
<1  will  be  better  to  send  a Party  of  the  Troops  with  Indian  Guides 
than  to  employ  Canadians  from  this. 

I forgot  to  mention  to  you  in  my  last  that  Lieut,  Lesslye 
Says  the  vessel  that  was  cast  away  last  year  on  the.  north  side  of 
the  Lake,  night  with  with:  very  litle  Trouble  be  made  fitt  for 
Service;  I doe  not  know  if  they  intend  any  Such  for  the  Lake.  Such 
a vessel  would  be  of  great  Service  from  this  to  Michellimakinac,  as 
the  lake  is  very  deep  Water  and  good  Navigation.  Any  Raateaux 
that  are  built  for  the  lake  Should  be  made  as  large  as  possible. 
The  french  Baateaux  we  have  found  here  are  of  a good  Size,  I have 
been  only  been  able  to  repair  five  of  them  for  want  of  Pitch. 

I am  preparing  to  celebrate  the  Kings  Birthday  with  a Ball 
to  the  Ladvs.  You  Would  be  surprised  to  see  them  turn  out  soe  Gay 
on  those  Occasions. 

We  had  much  the  better  of  you  for  winter  Quarters,  aumoins 
pour  passer  le  Temps  iat  least  to  pass  the  time].  I hope  you  will 
excuse  this  uncorrect  Letter  and  I am  with  my  Complements  to  all  your 
Gentlemen.

Sir 

I take  this  oppertunity  of  acquainting  you  of  the  beheavour 
of  the  Indians;  that  are  a hunting  about  this  place;  which  are  the 
Mingoes,  the  came  to  the  Fort  and  stold  a way  thrie  horses  of  my 
one,  & nine  of  Mf  Cox  not  two  hundred  yards  from  the  Fort;  the 
horses  was  on  the  other  side  of  the  bridge;  soon  as  I heard  of  the 
horses  being  gon;  I ordered  a party  of  men  to  persue  them,  to  see 
whether  the  coud  over  take  the  Indians;  that  stole  the  horses;  the 
came  up  with  them  on  the  other  side  of  the  French  Creek;  where  the 
found  t-fe  two  Indians  horses;  which  the  brought  a long  with  them  to 
the  Fort;  as  the  ims-a-g-  thought  the  belong’d  to  the  Indians;  that 
stole  away-ayn  mine.  The  next  Day  came  two  Indians  to  the  fort  for 
the  horses  the  men  had  taken;  soon  as  the  came,  I told  them  the 
might  take  there  one  horses;  but  not -but  eany  that  belonged  to  me. 
Like  wise  told  them  I had  lost  twelve  belonging  to  me;  that  I had 
great e reason  to  believe  it  was  them  that  had  taken  them;  the  same 
Indians  came  a few  days  before  that,  and  stayed  two  Days,  the  went 
away  very  early  in  the  morning;  which  made  me  expect  the  had  some 
desine  of  taking  a way  the  horses,  upon  which  I sent  out  four  men 
to  the  place  where  the  horses  were  which  was  with  in  site  of  the 
Fort;  The  came  back  immidiatly  and  & told  ther  was  five  of  them  gon: 
belong  to  Mr.  Cox.  I have  greate  reason  to  believe  it  was  the  same 
that  came  here  for  there  one  horses,  as  there  was  no  other  indians 
about  here  but  the  Mingoes.  I told  them  the  might  take  there  one 
which  the  did,  the  was  going  to  take  away  one  of  Mr  Cox  horses;  as 
soon  as  I saw  that  I immediately  ordered  the  men  to  there  arms,  to 
prevent  the  Indians  from  taking  away  the  horse;  soon  as  the  saw  the 
men  come  out  with  there  arms,  the  let  go  the  horses  and  run  and 
fired  on  the  men;  upon  which  the  return'd  the  fine-  fir-ed-  fire,  the 
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indians  and  immediately  shot  the  horse.  I saw  about  ten  more  of 
them  on  the  other  side  of  the  bridge,  which  fired  on  the  fort  on 
which  I ordered  the  men  in  the  fort*  as  I was  not  certain  what  number 
there  might  be  of  them,  soon  as  the  had  don  fireing  I sent  out  two 
men,  to  tell  them  I wanted  to  talk  to  them,  on  which  the  came.  I 
told  them  it  was  note  rite  to  come  & take  away  ower  horses;  on  which 
the  made  no  answer,  I then  asked  them  to  Drink  which  the  did;  the 
then  told  me  it  was  only  a frolick,  hoped  I was  not  angrey  with  them, 
and  went  away.  I have  not  seen  eany  thing  of  them  since;  I im- 
mediately sent  of  an  express  to  Capt  Cochran  acquainting  him  of  it; 
who  reinforced  me  with  -as-  a Corpl  & twelve  men,  I thought  it  proper 
to  acquaint  you  of  it;  I no  the  Indian  very  well  that  fired  first  a 
young  Lingo  fellow,  which  was  at  Capt  Croghan  all  last  summer,  spoke 
English,  -when  he  went  down  along  with  Gen!  Stanwix  to  Bedford;  the 
time  the  General  went  down  Capt.  Croghan  nows  him; 

I have  sent  you  the  returns  of  the  Stores  the  Canoe  arrived 
here  two  Days  ago  from  Venango  with  ten  Barrels  of  Beef,  I were 
oblidge  to  send  down  one  of  Mr  Cox  Battoes  to  take  part  of  here  load 
or  She  would  have  never  got  up.  she  is  so  very  lskey  the  were 
oblidge  to  keep  a men  constantly  throwing  out  the  water  1 do  a sure 
you  She  is  not  fit  to  send  down  any  more,  I should  be  gled  to  no 
what  I am  to  dow  with  here,  I have  made  a Garden  according  to  your 
orders  but  have  110  vogbles-  Seeds  to  sow  it.

Dear  Sir, 

Mr  Dow  came  here  on  Wensday  last  & brought  with  him  One 
Serjeant  & 18  private  which  makes  me  60  Rank  & file;  he  brought 
20  barrels  flower  & ten  Pork.  I think  I wrote  you  I was  to  have 
60  privates;  I understood  it  so  when  I left  Niagara,  & find  that 
in  my  orderly  book  it  is  mentioned  3 Corp-^s  & 60  privates;  but 
the  Major  writes  me  that  in  General  Monkton's  orders  it  is  so  many 
ranks  A.  file. 

Major  Walters  writes  me  that  he  should  Return  my  Company 
as  when  compleat  as  when  I left  him  & bids  me  acquaint  you  if  any 
thing  has  happened;  I suppose  by  that  he  has  sent  the  monthly  Return 
of  my  Company; 

There  happened  nothing  preceeding  the  25^'n  of  May  when 
Duncan  Grey  Drummr  was  drowned.  I send  2 & 3 times  a week  some  men 
to  fish  for  the  Garrison  & they  generally  have  good  success  & Grey 
used  to  desire  to  be  one  of  them;  that  day  after  they  had  catch* d 
enough  the  Corporal  left  Grey  to  take  care  of  the  battoe  (they  vmre 
on  the  other  side)  & went  with  the  rest  of  the  men  about  something 
he  wanted  on  the  Peninsula:  he  returned  in  about  half  a quarter  of 
an  hour  or  little  more,  saw  the  battoe  adrift  & Grey  Strip'd  & 
Swimming  after,  he  called  to  him  to  come  back  which  he  attempted  & 
was  not  far  from  shore,  but  a sudden  gust  rising  & the  wav  s being 
against,  him  he  could  not  master  them;  his  body  has  not  yet  bten 
found  tho*  I use  all  endeavours.  The  Sentry  seeing  the  battoe 
a drift  I sent  after  it  immediatlv  & got  it. 

Kr  Rowe  has  almost  finished  the  New  Battoe,  but  finds  a 
good  deal  of  trouble  in  repairing  the  old  Ones  & tells  me  it  will 
exhaust  almost  all  his  pitch  & Oakum,  he  says  one  of  them  will  cost 
more  trouble  & expence  than  it  is  worth  & wont  answer  what  is  laid 
out  on  it;  I have  not  yet  resolved  what  to  do  about  it,  hr.  tells  me 
his  tools  are  not  yet  come  up,  I shall  write  to  Mr  Baily  about 
them,  he  says  the  tools  at  this  place  can  be  of  no  Service  to  him. 
he  bids  me  acquaint  you  that  he  will  want  a great  many  things,  I 
made  him  draw  out  a Return  which  I in close,  pitch,  oakum  & Nails 
will  also  be  wanted  here  in  the  Return  of  boats  I sent  you  there 
was  a Mistake  which  was  found  out  the  day  I sent  it,  but  too  late 
to  correct  it  as  it  was  gone  off.  the  Ships  boat  returned  both 
as  a ships  boat  & battoe.  I had  met  with  an  accident  which  made  it 
troublesome  for  me  to  walk,  but  I went  to  see  the  boats  before  the 
Return  should  be  made  out,  but  somie  of  them  could  not  be  brought 
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to  the  Usual  place  till  they  should  be  caulked,  one  was  on  the 
Peninsula  these  I did  not  see  but  sent  a Corp^-1  who  occasioned  the 
mistake:  I was  glad  to  find  there  was  one  more  than  Hr  Christie  had 
told  me  of,  & trusted  to  his  Report. 

Horsey  did  caulk  2 battoes,  one  of  them  Mr  Baird  took  to 
Detroite,  the  other,  I am  told,  afterwards  met  with  an  accident 
which  is  the  reason  it  now  wants  repair.  I read  your  Postscript 
about  Horsey  to  Kr  Cox. 

I send  Serj^  McKintosh  with  this  & with  what  letters  have 
come  from  Niagara,  both  because  he  desired  it,  because  I did  not 
chuse  to  send  a private  man  with  these  Dispatches  & because  he  could 
do  somethings  for  me.  the  reason  I did  not  send  him  sooner  you  will 
see  in  what  follows,  I send  a private  man,  -Pelf-erne-  Purslewaite , 
alongst  with  him. 

Last  Friday  I received  a letter  from  Mr  Guy  acquainting 
me  that  Some  Mingo es  & his  people  had  exchanged  some  shot  in  a fray 
about  some  horses,  that  he  had  put  an  end  to  the  affair r the  Indians 
had  come  in  & drank  with  him  & all  seemed  to  be  well,  but  that  he 
did  not  know  what  might  follow  & therefore  thought  it  proper  to 
acquaint  me.  the  reason  of  this  affair  was  that  the  Mingoes  were 
suspected  to  have  carried  off  the  horses  that  were  missing  (Mr  Cox 
lost  a good  many)  those  who  were  sent  to  tract  the  horses,  lost, 
followed  the  horse  & Indian  tract,  the  Indians  it  seems  were 
frightened  & run  away  & 2 horses  being  found,  tho  not  of  those 
lost,  the  men  brought  them  to  Le  Boeuff,  the  Indians  came  & claimed 
them  & some  words  passing  the  Indians  retired  to  some  distance  k 
fired,  some  more  came  up  afterwards.  Some  of  Mr  Guy’s  men  returned 
the  fire;  the  Indians  afterwards  fired  at  the  door  of  the  Fort  & 
very  narrowly  missed  killing  Mr  Dow  whom  I had  allowed  to  go  there 
for  a couple  of  days;  A ball  miss’d  his  head  by  less  than  an  inch. 
Mr  Guy  forbid  his  men  to  fire,  very  prudently  went  out,  ordered 
the  horses  to  be  restored  & all  was  -well.  On  receiving  Hr  Guy’s 
letter  I sent  immediately  a CorpH  & 12  men  to  reinforce  him,  told 
him  it  was  only  for  appearances  for  I believed  there  would  bo  no 
occasion  for  them,  & if  nothing  more  happened  desired  he  would 
send  them  back  on  Sunday  & he  8 Mr  Dow  come  with  them,  if  it  was 
convenient  for  him.  that  I did  not  at  all  approve  of  his  Men’s 
bringing  horses  that  were  not  taken  from  the  Fort  as  it  might  ex- 
asperate the  Indians,  but  that,  at  the  Same  time  they  were  not  to 
let  the  Indians  take  away  horses  that  did  not  belong  to  them,  that 
I look’d  upon  the  Indians  firing  at  his  men  & ag^  the  Fort  as  a 
thing  of  great  consequence,  desired  he  would  send  a faithfull 
Indian,  that  Staid  with  him,  to  go  to  the  Indians  &.  tell  them  I 
wanted  to  have  a conference  with  them.  I look'd  upon  their  be- 
haviour as  an  insult  to  his  Majesty’s  Garrison  & was  resolved  not 
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to  pass  that,  or  Stealing  horses.  I was  resolved  to  have  told 
them  my  mind  in  very  plain  terms  & have  insisted  on  their  delivering 
to  me  a couple  of  the  offenders  by  way  of  submission;  I would  have 
told  them  that  the  men  left  with  me  should  be  used  well  & that  I 
would  be  surety  they  should  not  suffer,  but  that  I would  report 
them  to  you  & wait  your  Answer.  Kr  Guy  & Kr  Dow  & my  Party  came 
Sunday  afternoon.  Mr  Guy  told  me  that  the  faithfull  Indian  I 
mentioned  was  gone  to  Niagara:  that- the  Indians  who  had  behaved 
in  that  manner  were  only  on  a hunting  expedition,  had  immediately 
gone  away  & were  supposed  to  have  gone  to  Pittsburg  to  trade,  that 
one  of  them  was  well  known  & used  to  be  much  there.  I told  him 
to  write  you  the  particulars,  & describe  the  offenders  that  you 
might  know  who  they  were,  it  was  on  this  account  that  I did  not 
send  off  Mckintosh  sooner. 

One  of  my  men  came  to  me  lately  & told  me  his  time  had 
been  out  a considerable  time,  I ask'd  if  he  had  any  thing  to  show 
for  it,  he  Showed  me  a Certificate  Signed  (I  think  by  Kr  Kerns) 
dated  at  inlisting;  I ask'd  where  he  received  this  Certificate, 
he  said  it  was  writ  last  year  & signed  at  Pittsburg,  I told  him 
it  was  then  a forgery  & was  dated  at  a quite  different  place  & 
some  years  before;  & that,  besides,  Mr  Kerns  must  have  a good 
memory  to  remember  these  things,  I am  sure  I could  not.  the  man 
ingenuously  said  he  thought  there  was  some  reason  for  what  I said: 
I think  so  too;  & that  it  was  very  extraordinary,  exclusive  of 
the  Severe  penalties  of  law:  for  a forgery  it  certainly  is.  I 
should  be  very  glad  you  could  send  me  a Drummer  to  succeed  Grey, 
if  you  have  any  good  boy  that  is  taught.  besides  the  men  whose 
times  are  out  there  is  f flower  of  my  Company  who  is  troubled  with 
the  Epilepsy,  almost  dumb  by  the  Palsy  & tho*  young  quite  unfit 
for  the  Service.  I left  him  at  Niagara. 

Mr  Dow  has  heard  that  he  is  a Lieu^  but  is  not  sure,  he 
told  me  he  could  wish,  if  it  is  so,  that  he  might  not  be  taken  from 
my  Company;  I should  very  much  chuse  it  myself  as  I think  I can 
be  of  Service  to  him,  it  depends  on  your  goodness.  I have  no 
Articles  of  War,  having  lent  mine  at  Pittsburg  to  an  officer  who 
forgot  to  return  them.

Your  letters  of  the  21s"4  cair.e  here  After  Serjt  Shryock  was 
too  far  gone  to  be  overtaken,  & the  Indian  who  brought  them  went 
back  without  my  knowledge,  otherways  I would  have  by  him  Acquainted 
you  of  the  receipt  of  yours,  the  wind  Springing  up  contrary  for 
Mr  Gorrel,  he  returned  from  the  Peninsula  where  his  boats  lay  & by 
him  I had  An  Opportunity  of  sending  the  dispatches  for  Niagara:  he 
set  off  early  next  morning. 

You  seem  to  think  I shall  not  remain  here,  & I learn  from 
Mr  Gorrel  that  more  troops  Are  expected  at  Fort  Detroite;  I should 
be  much  obliged  to  you  if  you  could  get  me  sent  there,  if  it  would 
be  my  lot  to  command,  it  is  something  of  A publick  Station  & I 
should  have  An  Opportunity  of  recommending  myself  to  General  Amherst 
& General  Konkton,  to  whom  At  present  I have  the  misfortune  not  to 
be  known,  the  behaviour  of  my  Company  would  gain  me  honor,  & that 
honor  would  Amply  repay  me  for  the  trouble  I have  been  At  with 
them;  tho'  I am  not  now  unpaid,  having  received  your  obliging  letter  5 
I Acquainted  the  Company,  who  Art  not  h little  proud  of  your  Ap- 
probation, it  would  suit  me  whose  prevailing  passion  is  A publick 
Spirit,  & who  despise  All  Selfish  cunning;  to  Act  for  the  honour  of 
my  King  & Country  is  my  sole  Ambition.  I am  pretty  well  qualified 
As  to  the  language  & with  a little  practice  would  Speak  it  with 
ease;  & can  write  it.  your  kind  letter  draws  upon  you  this  trouble, 
for  tho'  I wanted  before  to  have  Signified  this  to  you  I still

alreaddy  said  too'  much  of  myself. 


Mr  Gorrel  tells  me  there  is  neither  pitch  nor  Oakum  at 
Fort  Detroite,  & by  what  I understand,  the  tools  for  Mr  Rowe  were 
lost  in  coming  up  from  Venango,  I don't  know  if  they  will  be  found. 
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(June  6,  1761) 


I shall  Supply  Mr  Rowe  with  tools  from  this:  he  tells  we  he  shall 
have  2 barri'ls  pitch  & about  200wt  of  Oakum  remaining  after  he  has 
done  everything  here.  I shall  keep  a meer  trifle  here  in  case  of 
Accidents.  Mr  Rowe  told  me  everything  would  be  exhausted  before  he 
left  this  & I was  not  knowing  enough  to  be  Able  to  contradict  him. 
he  will  be  readdy  by  tuesday  to  set  off  & shall  set  off  so  soon  As 
readdy.  Hr  Cox  goes  with  him  & I shall  not  need  to  send  Any  body 
from  this.  iir  Cox  had  Agreed  with  Carpenters  to  pay  them  for  Saw- 
ing, but  1 would  not  let  him,  As  the  boat  is  for  the  King's  use,  & 
I have  promised  to  pay  them:  they  have  Sawed  loOO  feet  which  I am 

told  comes  to  £ 4,  but  I won't  pay  them  till  I hear  from  you. 
pitch,  Oakum,  & Nails  will  be  wanted  both  here  & at  Detroite;  Mr  Cox 
tells  me  there  will  be  opportunities  by  his  boats  to  take  these 
things  to  Detroite.  I shall  not  take  flour  from  le  Bauff  except 
in  cases  of  necessity,  & shall  in  A few  days  send  boats  to  Niagara. 

Mr  Dow  -irs-  t-o  you-  is  is  much  obliged  to  you  for 

the  concern  you  take  in  him,  & very  happy  in  thinking  he  is  to  go 
with  me  to  Detroite:  M1*  Gorrel  having  persuaded  him  we  h re  to  be 

there,  tho'  1 with  good  reason  Assured  him  I knew  nothing  of  it: 
he  will,  if  he  goes,  probably  learn  A little  ffrench;  I gave  him  A 
few  lessons  at  Niagara,  but  could  not  get  him  to  Apply:  he  has  got 
too'  much  A habit  of  idleness  which  I must  endeavour  to  conquer. 
I am  glad  I have  got  him  Away  from  Officious  Advisers. 

General  Stanwix's  having  got  no  other  Regt  surprizes  me 
much,  the  contrary  was  so  confidently  reported.

Sir 

I wrote  you  twice  by  Presqu’is’le,  which  I hope  has  come  to  hand. 
There  is  Nothing  happened  here  material  Since  that  time , The  Indian 
Nations  come  to  me  from  all  Parts,  I must  give  them  some  Provisions 
and  other  Small  presents,  I am  much  Surprised  the  Generals  have  not 
given  some  orders  about  it,  I.  wrote  very  fully  to  General  Amherst, 
the  Necessity  there  was  of  manadging  the  Indians  at  this  time.  I 
hope  he  will  approve  of  what  I have  done. 

The  Jesuits  of  Mchillimakinac  writes  the  Recollet  Priest  of  this 
Place  that  their  Indians  were  never  more  disposed  against  us,  than 
this  last  winter,  and  that  Konsr  Langlande,  and  some  of  their 
Chiefs,  had  much  Trouble  to  prevent  them  coming  to  war  against  us 
here  at  Detroit,  but  at  last  they  have  prevailed  upon  them  to  come 
here,  Monsr  Langlade  writes  that  they  are  peaceably  enlined  at 
present  and  that  the  whole  nations  are  to  sett  out  for  this  Place 
Soon.  You  May  imagine  1 must  give  them  all  I can  Spare;  which  is 
but  very  title.  I shall  have  all  the  Indians  on  this  part  of  the 
Continent  of  America. 

The  French  never  saw  soe  many  at  this  Place  in  former  times,  but 
a great  many  goe  to  Niagara  for  the  Sake  of  the  Rum,  however  their 
is  Still  a considerable  trade  -at  this  here.  The  most  of  the  Traders 
h-e-ve-  from  Pittsburgh  have  brought  only  goods  for  the  Inhabitants, 
it  would  Seem  they  did  not  understand  the  Indian  Trade,  and  have 
not  proper  assortments,  I am  affraid  we  shall  want  ammunition,  and 
several  other  Material  Articles  the  most  necessary,  and  from  Niagara 
they  mind  nothing  but  Rum. 

I give  away  great  quantitys  of  Ammunition  if  yo\i  could  send  me  some 
by  the  return  of  Capt . Callendars  horses,  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  Service,  what  you  sent  has  been  of  the  greatest  Consequence 
to  us,  I shall  allways  remember  your  attention  for  supplying  us. 
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(June  3,  1761) 


I have  prepared  Timber  for  building  of  Batteaus,  but  noe  Accounts 
of  the  Carpenters,  I expect  Ensign  Gorrii  soon  from  Niagara  with 
flour*,  I should  think  there  will  be  noe  difficulty  to  send  Bullocks 
from  Fort  Pitt,  at  this  Season  of  the  year,  I hope  soon  to  know 
our  fate.  .J  must  finish  my  letter  There  is  an  Indian  nation  waits 
for  me  in  the  antechamber

I have  been  favoured  with  your  letter  of  the  15V  And  the 
Returns  for  November  and  December  and  had  receiv'd  before  the  Returns 
for  all  the  other  months  in  your  letters  of  the  lot’*1  and  24^  April. 
I am  extremely  Oblidged  to  you  for  the  great  order  and  Exactitude 
in  every  particular  relating  to  that  part  of  the  Battalion  under 
your  Command;  and  agreeably  Surpris'd  that  you  have  lost  so  few 
men  in  a place  where  the  44.  buried  Such  Numbers;  General  Amherst 
having  been  pleased  to  Consent  to  our  discharging  such  of  our  men 
whose  time  Was  out.  And  had  an  Undoubted  Right  to  the  same,  I 
inclose  you  a list  Signed  by  me  of  .all  those  that  can  be  discharged 
at  present  And  to  Which  you  Will  be  so  Good  to  give  Discharges, 
after  they  have  been  Cleared  And  paid  to  that  day;  and  allow  them 
pay  besides  for  the  Number  of  days  you  Will  think  Reasonable  to 
Carry  them  to  the  Settlements; 


Besides  those  who  have  a Clear  title  to  their  Discharges  there  are 
some  who  have  Dubious  ones  and  must  Wait  till  this  Campaign  is  over 
and  if  then  they  can  satisfy  us  of  their  Right  they  Will  be  Dis- 
charged. 

Captain  Barnsley  has  inform’d  you  of  Some  Small  Differences  in  your 
Abstracts,  and  as  to  your  Difficulty  in  procuring  money:  I sec  no 
Remedy  for  it,  but  to  Continue  as  you  have  done  to  draw  upon  the 
pay  Master  General,  Who  has  every  Muster  Credit  for  your  Subsist- 
ence, till  you  Can  have  a safe  opportunity,  or  can  Send  an  Officer 
down  which  is  not  the  case  at  present.  I Write  to  General  Monckton 
thereupon.  As  to  the  pay  given  hitherto  for  the  Noneffectives  to 
the  Surgeon  and  paymaster,  I have  Ordered  it  to  be  Charged  to  the 
Non  Effective  Account  from  the  Beginning,  and  if  the  Agent  passes 
it,  every  Captain  Shall  have  Credit  for  the  Same:  and  if  it  be 
Rejected,  Wc  shall  no  more  pay  it,  and  it  Will  bo  at  the  Option  of 
the  Captains  to  make  those  Gentlemen  to-  Refund  What  they  Receiv' d 
on  that  Article. 

The  Regiments  General  Accounts  in  Colonel  Youngs  time  Are  now  a 
Settling  at  New  York  by  a Committee  appointed  by  General  Amherst, 
And  Captain  Barnsley  was  Ordered  to  Repair  there  to  Assist  them: 
from  Whence  I make  no  doubt  he  Will  Write  You;  and  if  he  can,  send 
you  money.  I need  not  Mention  that  our  Complement  being  only 
730  R.  & F.  what  may  Exceed  that  Number  is  to  be  Mentioned  in  the 
Monthly  Returns  above  the  Establishment  And  the  like  in  each  Company, 
I had  a letter  from  Ensign  William  Hay,  who  seems  very  Consious  of 
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his  fault  I Should  be  glad  to  know  your  Intentions  about  him  and 
if  you  Chuse  I should  take  any  step  either  to  bring  him  to  a General 
Court  Martial  when  practicable  or  to  Make  it  up,  upon  the  terms 
you  would  please  to  prescribe  him.  I heard  also  that  there  should 
have  been  some  Differences  between  Mf  Demer,  And  Ensign  Schlosser 
tho'  as  you  do  not  Mention  it,  I hope  there  was  nothing  in  it. 


You  have  before  this  been  Inf ormed  of  the  alterations  in  tho  Ministry 
at  home  my  lord  Bute  Secretary  of  State  in  the  Room  of  my  Lord

Dear  Sir 

I Arrived  at  Philadelphia  on  Tuesday  the  9^1'  Inst1  I should 
have  been  there  about  three  days  sooner  only  I was  taken  ill  at  the 
houss  formerly  Barney  Hughe ss  and  only  travel’ d three  miles  that  day; 
I got  to  Lancaster  the  next  where  I stay'd  three  days  but  did  not 
get  quite  well  till  the  second  day  after  I arrived  at  Philadelphia 
at  which  place  was  Genii  Monckton,  whom  I Accompanied  hither  where 
I found  the  Committee  who  has  been  setting  ever  since  last  February; 
Every  thing  finish'd  only  for  me  to  Vouch  an  Acct'  of  Coi  Youngs 
payment  of  the  Regm^  from  our  first  Landing,  to  the  time  of  the 
four  3att7s  being  form'd  at  this  place  in  November  1756.  This  Acct1 
I had  formerly  made  a Rough  draft  off  in  Conjunction  with  CoP-  Young 
from  the  Returns  I made  for  Mr  Campbell,  and  the  time  I Acted  as 
Adjutant  at  Saratoga;  and  I this  day  Sign'd  the  Account  as  to  Ef- 
fective Numbers;  but  could  not  Vouch  for  the  money  part  as  I neither 
receiv'd  nor  paid  any  of  it;  the  Committee  hath  finish'd  thier 
Report  and  incloses  it  to  Gen-j-1  Amherst  tomorrow  who  is  at  Albany, 
thier  Report  Contains  five  Sheets  of  paper,  and  Seems  to  be  Worded 
very  much  in  favour  of  the  Accts,  but  am  Afraid  it  will  be  a long 
time  before  they  are  Settled  yet,  As  I understand  GenP-  Amherst 
does  not  design  to  pass  the  Accts.  himself  but  to  send  to  England 
and  the  Report  Along  with  them. 

To  morrow  Capt  Rutherford  proposes  for  him,  me,  and  Lt.

There  is  great  talk  of  a peace,  and  people  seems  to  be 
sure  the  first  Packet  will  bring  an  Acct  of  the  Congress  being 
Sitting;  if  there  is  no  peace  it  is  Expected  two  Expeditions  will 
be  made  after  the  packet  Arrives;  One  in  Conjunction  with  some 
forces  from  England  against  Martinico  to  be  Coma  ended  by  Genii 
Amherst  the  other  to  be  Commanded  by  Genii  Monckton  against  the 
Kissisippi,  and  it  is  talk'd  that  the  Nine  Oldest  Regiments  are 
Order'd  from  Canada  for  this  place  for  that  purpose,  but  this  wants 
Confirmation.

We  are  in  great  need  of  two  or  three  Locks,  The  Flour  & 
Corn  Store  is  very  much  Crowded  & we  can't  remove  any  of  it  into 
another  Room  for  'want  of  a Lock,  those  mentioned  in  the  Return  aro 
in  use.

Permit  me  to  take  the  liberty  of  recommending  to  you 
Mr.  Pauly,  who  has  just  been  made  Ensign  in  your  battalion.  He 
is  a very  upright  young  man,  who  has  zeal  through  which  he  was 
taken  in  the  last  battle  at  Quebec  with  Colonel  Irving,  who  had 
been  his  protector  here,  and  if  he  is  fortunate  enough  to  find 
another  in  you,  he  will  certainly  not  lose  by  the  change. 

A general  rumor  has  flattered  us  for  some  time  that  we 
would  have  the  pleasure  of  seeing  you  here.  But  we  can  not  hope 
for  it  now,  since  you  are  more  than  ever  engrossed  in  your  govern- 
ment. You  will  have  heard  that  the  General  and  all  his  family  are 
in  Albany,  from  which  it  is  believed  he  will  go  to  visit  the  forts. 
You  will  also  have  heard  news  of  an  expedition  for  the  fall.  Its 
actual  destination  can  only  be  guessed.  It  is  thought  there  will 
be  one  if  we  do  not  have  peace.  The  General  sent  out  to  reconnoiter 
a camp  for  15  battalions  at  Staten  Island  [to  winter],  now  along 
the  river  "of  the  Fort",  in  order  to  examine  the  roads  and  see  if 
they  are  in  need  of  repair.  That  is  all  we  know  here.  I would 
be  very  glad  if  these  responsibilities  of  the  army  could  bring 
you  here  and  cause  you  to  leave  your  wilderness.

I wrote  you  lately  very  fully  of  all  raj'- proceedings  at  this 
place,  since  that  time  I have  been  a little  allarmed  by  the  reports 
of  the  discontent  & bad  designs  of  the  of  the  Indian  Nations,  and 
which  as  they  carried  some  oppearance  of  truth,  put  me  upon  my  guard 
& made  me  at  pains  to  find  out  the  true  cause  of  their  discontent, 
it  was  f j.rst  told  me  it  proceeded  from  the  Northern  Indians  but  I 
now  find  it  comes  from  the  Six  Nations,  and  for  your  information  I 
give  you  the  intelligence  I had  from  my  Indian  interpreters  & 
several  other  people  of  Character  whom  I can  depend  upon. 


The  Six  Nations  have  sent  deputies  & large  belts  of  Wampum, 
to  all  the  Indians  from  the  Bay  of  Gaspie  to  the  Illionois,  inviting 
them  to  take  up  the  Hatchet  against  the  English;  two  of  their  dep- 
uties (Seneca  Gheiffs)  came  here  two  days  agoe  to  propose  it  to  the 
Nations  here  & to  invite  them  to  a grand  Council  at  the  little  Lake, 
with  the  Delaware  and  Shawanies,  whose  cheiffs  are  already  there 
amongst  whom  is  the  Bovir,  as  I have  so  good  information  of  every 
thing  that  passes  I hope  to  be  able  to  prevent  the  Indians  here 
from  taking  any  concern.

Scheme  laid,  is  that  the  Indians  in  general,  shall  at

I have  sent  this  Express  by  Presquisle  that  you  may  have 
the  intelligence  as  soon  as  possible,  the  truth  of  which  is  not  to 
be  doubted,  as  it  came  in  Confidence,  from  the  Senecas  themselves, 
who  with  the  rest  of  the  Six  Nations  are  to  assemble  at  the  head  of 
French  Creek  about  twenty  five  leagues  from  Presquisle. 

I have  wrote  to  the  General  & to  Major  Walters  by  Niagara 
but  in  case  of  any  accident,  I should  bo  glaid  you  would  give  in- 
formation of  it,  to  the  Geni  & to  the  Officers  at  the  different 
posts,  how  far  the  Indians  wall  be  able  to  put  their  whole  plan  in 
execution,  I do  not  know  but  it  is  certain  they  have  very  bad 
designs  & will  do  some  mischieff. 
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So  far  as  I can  learn  they  propose  to  begin  in  fifteen 
days  after  this. 

I Expect  EnsI 11  Gomel  wt  the  Batteaux  from  Niagara  every 
day,  if  he  was  here  with  the  provissions,  I should  not  be  uneasy 
about  my  post,  as  the  inhabitants  seem  will  disposed  to  support

I had  the  honour  to  write  you  16^  Instant  by  an  Express, 
to  Presquisle,  which  I hope  is  come  to  hand  as  I desired  Capt  1 
Cochran  to  send  it  with  all  possible  dispatch  & precaution.  What  I 
then  wrote  you  of  the  bad  intentions  of  the  Six  Nations  appears  to 
be  but  too  true.  I had  the  good  fortune,  (as  my  intelligence  was 
early)  to  Assemble  the  Nations  here  before  the  deputys  from  the 
Six  Nations,  had  an  Opportunity  to  hold  their  Council  with  them.  I 
then  told  them  I was  informed  of  the  Bad  designs  of  the  Six  Nations, 
& of  their  deputys  being  at  that  time  in  the  Wiandot  Village,  They 
Owened  the  deputys  was  then  in  the  Village,  & said  they  beleived 
they  came  with  no  good  intentions,  they  had  not  then  heard  them  but 
would  next  day  & let  me  know  what  they  said.  Two  days  after  they 
returned  & told  me  what  had  passed  in  their  Council,  the  purport  of 
which  as  given  me  by  the  Interpretars,  1 send  you  in  French  as 
perhaps  it  might  loose  its  Force  by  my  translation  and  which  if  you 
think  proper  may  forward  to  the  Geni  The  same  accounts  of  the 
Council  was  given  roe  by  a French  Man  from  Michilemackinak  who  at  my 
desire  sent  one  of  the  Indians  who  came  here  with  him  to  attend  the 
Council,  this  I did  as  I would  not  trust  entirely  to  the  intelli- 
gence of  the  Indians  here. 
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(June  21,  1761) 


In  case  of  any  Accident  to  the  Express  I sent  by  Presquisle, 
I have  sent  Aron  the  Mohauk  who  is  now  a Wiandot,  to  pass  by  the 
little  Lake  and  the  Delawar  Towns,  that  he  may  be  able  to  inform  you 
of  What  is  passing  there,  I am  more  Anxtious  that  you  should  be 
informed  of  this  affair,  as  one  part  of  their  scheme  is  to  endeavour 
to  surprise  Fort  Pitt,  this  is  to  be  Attempted  by  a Part  of  the  Six 
Nations  the  Delawars,  & Shawanies,  whilst  the  remainder  of  the  Six 
Nations  were  to  Assemble  at  the  head  of  French  Creek  & attempt 
something  against  Niagara  with  the  Assistance  of  the  Northern 
Indians,  whom  they  have  been  endeavouring  to  bring  in  to  their 
Scheme  by  Keans  of  the  Missisagues.  The  disappointment  from  the 
Nations  here  & the  bringing  away  the  Indian  goods  from  Sandusky 
will  be  a great  means  to  disappoint  their  Schemes  If  they  have  not 
already  begun  hostilitys 

I have  sent  an  Express  to  these-  General  by  Niagara,  but 
in  case  of  any  Accident  should  be  glad  you  communicated  this  intel- 
ligence to  him  & Gen]-  Monckton  if  he  still  Commands  the  Southern 
District  Ens1.1  Gorrel  returned  last  Night  from  Niagara  with  the 
Batteaus  which  makes  me  intire ly  easy  as  to  my  post  I Wrote  to 
Major  Walters  to  send  me  some  Ammunition  by  Mr  Gorrel  his  Answear 
was  he  could  give  me  none  without  Orders  from  Gen]-  Amherst,  by  his 
refusal  which  I owen  surprized  me  much.  I am  Oblidged  to  take  some 
from  the  traders  till  a supply  is  sent  me,  as  it  is  absolutely 
Necessary  to  give  a little  to  the  Indians  at  present. 

The  Carpanters  only  arrived  here  yesterday  A farther 
Supply  of  Materials  for  building  Batteaus  is  absolutely  Necessary. 
I have  prepared  Wood  for  Ten  Batteaus,  they  have  only  brought  me 
two  small  kegs  of  pitch  which  is  not  enough  to  repair  the  Batteaus 
that  are  here.  I send  of  this  Express  in  such  a hurry  that  I have 
not  time  to  make  out  the  Returns,  shall  send  them  by  next  Oppor- 
tunity, at  the  same  time  I have  the  pleasure  to  Ac c quaint  you, 
there  is  no  alterations  since  las  return  & not  one  sick  man  in 
the  Garrison

I shall  take  every  precaution  in  my 
power  that  may  be  necessary,  I send  this  off  now  to  le  Soeuff  to  be 
forwarded  to  Venango.  Since  the  last  piece  of  insolence  I informed 
you  of  the  Indians  at  Le  Boeuff,  they  have  been  guilty  of  another, 
some  provisions  being  Spoiled  I invited  Mr  Guy  over  here  to  dine 
with  me  & hold  a Court  of  inspection  on  them;  when  he  was  about 
half  way,  two  painted  & armed  Indians  came  up  to  him  & obliged  him 
to  deliver  his  two  horses,  threatning  him  if  he  did  not:  on  his 
coming  here  I sent  a Party  after  them  but  they  could  not  come  up 
with  them.  I expect  every  moment  two  battoes  I sent  to  Niagara 
with  provisions.  I sent  One  off  this  morning  with  your  dispatches 
to  Niagara  & with  those  for  Detroite.  your  last  letter  that  came 
with  these  dispatches  was  dated  the  10t^  I delayed  2 or  3 days 
hoping  the  other  two  battoes  would  be  in.

I wrote  you  A letter  of  this  date  informing  you  of  the  bad 
designs  of  the  Shawnese,  Delawares,  Senecas  &c  against  these  Posts  & 
communications.  Capt  Campble  sent  a boat  express  about  it  & says  he 
has  certain  intelligence  of  it:  the  Six  Nations  Are  at  the  bottom 
of  it  & have  been  sending  round  all  the  Nations:  the  Chiefs  of  the 
Delawares  & Shawnese  Are  Ailreaddy  at  the  Little  Lake  which  is  the 
place  of  meeting  for  the  grand  Council,  they  were  to  Seise  the 
goods  & horses  of  the  traders  at  Sandusky  at  the  sametime,  but 
Capt  Campble  writes  he  had  sent  to  secure  these  goods,  the  plan  is 
to  -Se-ise  cut  off  the  communication  to  ail  the  Posts  at  one  time  & 
seize  upon  the  traders  goods  & horses.  Capt  Campble  has  wrote  to 
the  General  & Major  Walters  by  Niagara,  All  this  I had  from  Capt 
Campble f s letter  to  you  which  came  open  to  me  & which  letter  with 
my  other  letter  I have  sent  by  Mr  Baird  who  travels  with  An  Indian, 
is  to  set  out  to  morrow  morning  on  horseback  6 designs  to  be  at 
Venango  in  less  than  3 days,  your  dispatches  of  the  lG^h  that  came 
by  Mckintosh  I sent  off  for  Niagara  this  day;  I waited  two  three 
days  expecting  every  moment  the  two  tattoos  returning  which  I had

Gentlemen  of  Note  in  Philad?  to  whome  I am  under  equal  Obligations 
and  you  shall  Share  the  Same  fate  with  any  of  them. 

The  Place  you  mention  on  a great  Lick  about  three  Miles 
from  the  Shawanese  Cabin  I'm  assur'd  of  my  Own  knowledge,  is  part

Croghan  and  moreover  I'm  inform'd  that  an  Inhabitant  of  this  County 
has  Setled  on  or  near  the  Lick  this  Spring,  tho'  I did  prior  to  his 
labour,  dissuade,  and  discharge  him  of  it.  the  people  are  Settleing 
Quarrelling  each  Other  and  playing  the  Mischief,  & the  long  pro- 
hibition of  the  powers  of  the  land  Office  Opens  a disagreeable  Scene 
to  me  or  some  Successor  in  deciding  those  mix'd  & Angry  debates, 
the  Proprf  make  peremtory  and  Large  demands  pursuant  to  Charter, 
which  has  cost  me  much  writing  and  a journey  to  Town  in  Order  to 
Shew  the  impossibility,  as  well  as  inexpedience  of  Answering  their 
expectations .

The  Waggoner  you  sent  the  Cartridge  Paper  with  having 
passed  before  I received  your  Letter  Carried  the  Paper  yjy  him,  but 
Mf  Bennot  overtook  him  at  Stony  Creek,  & mad  him.  leave  it  there;  I 
have  now  got  it.  when  their  Passes  does  not  mention  their  having 
brought  such  & such  things,  the  Drivers  often  neglect  to  deliver 
them  & so  carries  them  on  or  loses  them  which  is  the  Case  with  the 
Paper,  for  of  3 Quires  I have  not  got  above  two.  Capb  Little  having 
his  Horses  stole  from  him  on  Sunday  by  two  Lingoes,  was  obliged  to 
stay  two  Days  longer  then  he  intended,  at  last  the  Indians  were 
overtaken  by  L^  Piper,  and  one  Boy;  who  to  prevent  the  like  fate 
happening  to  them,  killed  one  of  the  Indians;  the  other  ran  off. 
and  -brought  ba-ek  -Leut-M^  Piper  to  left  Kf  Piper  the  Horses,  who 
brought  all  back  except  Capf  Littles  riding  Horse. 


I have  just  received  yf  Letter  by  Mf  Langdale.  Cap?  Basset 
has  been  too  late  of  applying  to  you;  for  the  Horses  left  this 
three  Days  ago.  Stimbel  will  be  with  you  soon  when  I Imagine  you'l 
find  he  owes  Duncastle  little  or  nothing.  I sent  him  up  to  apply 
to  you  for  a Setlement  but  somebody  perswaded  him  to  the  Contrary, 
so  he  returned  a Fool  & Displeased  me.

The  Inclosed  Letters  I this  moment  reel  by  Express  from 
Le  Boeuf,  & shall  in  consequence  of  the  Intelligence  they  contain 
take  all  the  precautions  in  my  power.  The  Batteaus  returned  from 
Le  Boeuf  the  229  I proposed  sending  them  off  again  with  another 
Load  first  opportunity,  but  don't  think  it  will  be  safe  'till  this 
Storm  is  blown  over.

I have  now  the  pleasure  to  Accquaint  you  that  all  the 
Ammunition  1 Indian  goods  is  Arrived  here  from  Sandoskie, 

Mr  Callander  & Mr  Hambacht  were  guilty  of  a peice  of  very 
groat  imprudence,  by  communicating  to  the  Chiefs  of  the  Indians  at 
Sandoskie  the  reason  for  bringing  away  the  goods, 

M;  Callander  writes  me  he  was  to  go  to  Fort  Pitt  at  the 
desire  of  the  Indians,  to  accquaint  you  it  was  a false  allarm,  this 
I own  surprizes  me  a good  deale,  as  you  may  be  a-sshcwcre4  assured  I 
would  not  write  of  such  a peice  of  Intellegence  without  being  fully 
crtain  of  the  truth  of  it. 

My  letter  by  Aron  with  a Copy  of  the  Indian  Council  I hope 
vould  convince  you  I had  reason  to  belive  their  designs  were  bad, 
but  besides  that  I had  two  Gentlemen  of  Credit  conceal’d  in  a Room 
when  the  Senica  Chief  told  the  whole  scheme  in  Confidence, 

If  I had  been  easily  allarmed  or  Apt  to  believe  the  bad 
reports  that  have  been  passing  here  for  sometime  past,  I should 
have  sent  many  expresses  before  now,  but  the  Circumstances  which 
Occur  every  day  give  me  more  & more  reason  to  believe  what  I wrote 
you  before  to  be  true.  I make  no  doubt  as  the  plot  is  discovered , & 
the  Nations  here  not  willing  to  joyn,  the  Indians  will  be  att  all 
pains  to  clear  themselves  at  present,  but  it  must  soon  appear 
against  them 
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(June  27,  1761) 


You  nay  remember  I wrote  you  before,  of  the  bad  designs 
of  the  Shawanies,  it  is  by  their  means  the  Six  Nations  have  carried 
on  their  Corrispondence  with  the  Southern  Indians.  The  Senica  Chief 
told  that  the  Shawanies  had  allrady  begun  to  steal  your  horses  at 
Fort  Pitt  he  was  so  particuiiar  as  to  say  they  intended  to  take 
off  a great  many  horses  which  were  upon  the  side  of  the  Koningahella 
in  one  Night. 


I received  yours  concerning  Lowrie  the  Sutler.  I am  sorry 
he  should  have  disobeyed  your  Orders,  he  is  now  selling  of  the  re- 
mainder of  his  goods  which  I allowed  him  to  do  upon  Account  of  his 
partners,  as  it  must  have  been  a great  loss  to  them  to  be  Oblidged 
to  Carry  them  back  to  Fort  Pitt,  how  soon  that  can  be  done  shall 
sind  him  from  here.  1 must  say  for  Lowrie  that  he  has  behaved  very 
well,  since  he  has  been  here,  & his  combing  at  that  Season  of  the 
year,  was  certainly  a great  advantage  to  this  place,  & much  for  the 
benefite  of  the  Service,  as  he  brought  the  Ammunition  very  safe 

If  its  possible  that  you  can  forgive  his  past  Crime  I will 
take  it  as  a particular  favour,  and  shall  be  answearable  for  his 
future  behaviour.  I do  every  thing  in  my  power  to  encourage  the 
traders  here,  but  the  selling  such  quant it ys  of  Rum  at  Niagara  has 
been  a great  loss  to  the  traders  here  & to  trade  in  general.  I 
have  not  alloxved  any  to  be  sold  here  not  withstanding  of  the  greet 
quantitys  which  have  been  brought  by  the  traders  from  Niagara. 

As  Major  Walters  refused  to  send  me  any  Ammunition,  I am 
Oblidged  to  buy  at  present  from  the  traders, 

I have  sent  you  the  Monthly  return

I have  Ordered  H.  Abraham  Mitchel  to  pay,  -to-  ©ay  the  hunderd  Pounds 
to  M-T  Lunan,  and  I hope  he  will  make  No  Difficultys  of  Doing  it, 
without  Any  Delay:  or  if  he  Does  I Can  pay  your  Honor  in  Bills, 
who  Are  in  My  hand,  if  you  will  be  Pleased  to  accept  of  them.

Your  Letter  Dated  10^  Instant  I Received  2o^n  I wrote 
to  you  the  lQr1  Instant  which  I hope  you  have  Received.  Mf  Pitcher 
Muster  Master  Mustered  the  four  Companies  under  my  Command  yesterday 
we  are  Mustered  up  to  the  24;  April  1761  He  Likewise  has  Mustered 
the  men  on  Detachment  from  the  Several  Companies  at  Fort  pitt  ac- 
cording to  the  Enclosed  List,  I also  Enclose  a List  of  the  officers 
names  that  was  Mustered  at  this  Garrison,  Mf  Pitcher  desires  his 
Complements  to  you  & begs  You  will  Send  him  Return,  to  new  York  of 
the  Strength  of  the  Battalion  to  2l^a  April  1760  as  he  cannot  make 
any  thing  of  the  Muster  Rolls  taken  by  Major  Gates  to  that  time, 
in  order  to  fix  them  in  a proper  Manner. 


I am  to  acknowledge  the  Receipt  of  the  List  of  the  men  who 
was  Intitel'd  to  their  Discharge,  but  as  I Received  a Letter  from 
General  Amherst  the  12Vn  Instant  telling  me  the  Soldiers  who  apply 
for  their  Discharge  must  remain  as  they  are  and  that  I may  assure 
them  they  Shall  not  be  kept  a moment  Longer  then  the  Kings  Service 
absolutly  requires  and  that  If  there  are  any  that  will  Enlist-  again 
I should  do  -Tell  to  take  them  therfore  cannot  Discharge  them  untill 
further  orders  As  to  Ensign  WE  Hay  his  behaviour  was  So  bad  that 
I acquainted  General  Amherst  with  it  so  it  is  out  of  my  power  to 
Say  any  thing  on  that  head. 


I acquainted  You  in  November  Last  with  the  Dispute  between 
Ensign  Schlosser  & Dernier  but  I beleve  my  Letters  Were  Lost,  I gave 
them  time  time-  to  consider  of  the  Quarel  between  them  but  they 
would  not  Hake  it  up  at  that  time  so  was  Obliged  to  put  them  in 
arrest  & to  acquaint  Genf  Amherst  with  it,  tho  20th  May  Last  thejr 
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came  to  He  & told  He  that  they  had  Setteled  the  Dispute  beteen  them 
& was  good  friends  Desireingme  to  write  to  General  Amherst  in  their 
behalf  which  I did  and  Received  An  Answer  that  he  Left  it  to  He  to 
Settle  it  with  them,  accordingly  I ordered  them  to  their  Duty. 


I sent  Several  Letters  & Returns  from  hence  to  General 
Monckton  but  Receiving  no  Letters  from  him  I Immagine  that  He  dos 
not  Expect  Returns  from  hence  I should  be  glad  you  would  be  pleased 
to  Let  Me  know  as  to  this. 


Lieu^  Robertson  with  Carpenters  and  Materiels  for  Building 
two  Vessells  on  Lake  Ere  arrived  here  27t'n  Instant  at  the  Same 
time  I Received  orders  to  give  them  all  the  assistance  possibile 
in  geting  the  Hores  over  the  carrying  place  and  assist  in  Geting 
the  Timbers  for  the  Vessell  in  that  case  the  workes  of  the  fort 
will  Suffer  for  want  of  workmen,  Captain  Cochrane  Sent  a Batteau 
here  Instant  for  flour  but  I am  obliged  to  Send  her  Back  with- 


out haveing  only  thirty  Barrills,  at  present  for  the  whole  garrison 
I Expect  provision  here  very  Soon  but  would  not  Detain  the  Boat 
to  wait  for  it  as  I wanted  to  acquaint  You  as  to  the  Muster  nor 
can  Captain  Cochran  be  in  any  want  of  provision  at  present.

I -wrote  you  the  24^  & 25^:1  Acquainting  you  of  the  in- 
telligence sent  by  Capt  Campble  of  the  design  of  the  Indians  to 
cut  off  the  comuni  cation,  the  only  thing  happened  to  me  is  that 
the  last  of  my  expresses  in  returning  from  le  Bauf  was  met  by  two 
Indians  well  mounted  who  took  his  gun,  Ammunition  & provisions  from 
him,  but  otherwise  used  him  civily.  I have  done  all  my  endeavours 
to  get  An  Indian  to  send  to  these  troublesome  Indians  to  know  what 
they  mean,  but  have  not  yet  been  able  to  get  one. 

Corporal  Moss  has  returned  from  Niagara  & brought  20  barrils 
flour  & 20  D.  Pork;  by  him  I had  the  letters  I now  send  you.  As  I 
did  not  know  but  live  cattle  would  be  sent  here  I have  wanted  to  be 
best  provided  in  flour  & wrote  by  Moss  for  30  barrils  flour,  but  the 
Scarcity  at  Niagara  at  present  prevented  my  getting  so  much.  I 
expect  CorpH  Tull  with  Another  ofmybattoes  here  in  a few  days  but 
would  not  delay  sending  till  then,  inclosed  I send  Returns  of  the 
Strength  of  the  Garrison  & of  what  provisions  Are  At  present  here. 
I Acquainted  you  in  my  letter  of  the  25^  that  I was  obliged  to  have 
some  provisions  condemned,  this  morning  Cap*  Campble ' s express  to 
Niagara  About  the  designs  of  the  Indians  called  here  in  his  return 
to  Detroite  in  case  the  one  sent  here  should  have  miscarryed. 

I have  As  yet  heard  nothing  of  the  tools  you  mentioned  in 
yours  of  the  10L-  I Supplyed  Rowe  from  this  who  sett  off  the 
I wrote  to  Niagara  for  pitch  1 Oakum.  I have  sent  inclosed  A Coppy 
of  Abraham  Long  of  my  Company’ s right  to  be  discharged.  As  Also 
what  I could  make  out  of  George  Pismire’s  claim,  it  is  wrote  in 
German  & I had  no  body  could  Coppy  it.  I mentioned  to  you  in  a 
former  that  John  Hyser  claimed  his  discharge  upon  A Certificate 
signed  at  Pittsburg  last  year  by  Mr  Kerns  & dated  at  Talpahoken 
4 years  before;  I think  it  no  claim  but  would  have  Again  reinlisted 
him  to  prevent  disputes,  some  men  listed  by  me  say  they  were  listed 
for  A term  of  years,  but  have  no  Certificates,  4 on  my  telling  them 
that  it  was  impossible  for  me  to  remember  but  that  I should  take  A 
proper  time  to  write  to  get  their  Attestations  looked  at  & the 
Regimental  book,  they  seem  very  well  pleased,  had  I given  much  ear 
to  Hyser' s claim  I should  hoy/ever  have  had  these  men  making  use  of 
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this  precedent,  the  men  that  claim  this  Are  4,  & were  listed  by 
me  in  going  up  to  Carlisle  the  first  year  of  our  being  there.  I 
shall  however  be  glad  to  do  them  justice  at  A proper  time  4 when 
these  things  can  be  found  out.  & not  the  less  so  for  their  modesty, 
the  Major  writes  me  that  Gen^-1  Amherst’s  ler  to  him  was  that  the 
men  whose  time  is  out  must  remain  at  present  & that  he  has  dis- 
charged none  but  those  unfit  for  service;  of  my  Company  4 draughts 
only  (Caspar  Scinn  of  your  Company.  C-eorge  Keller  of  my  Company  is 
a very  honest  good  Soldier  & says  he  has  a very  good  Certificate 
which  he  left  down  the  Country  with  his  Wife,  I d.are  say  it  is  so; 
he  has  A family  o.f  Small  children  who  can  ill  subsist  without  him, 
I own  this  gives  me  compassion,  & he  is  turning  old,  I should  be 
obliged  to  you  if  you  could  discharge  him.  I was  A good  deed,  piqued 
that  Any  one  of  my  Company  should  want  to  leave  me  & have  been  At 
great  pains  to  prevent  it,  but  Long  & Pismire  Are  Obstinate,  some 
others  say  they  have  claims  but  don't  chuse  to  use  them  just  now. 
you  must  be  Sensible  of  the  loss  I am  at  in  having  but  One  Serj^ 
here;  if  you  dont  chuse  to  discharge  Serj^  Moreton  I should  think 
he  might  be  put  upon  the  footing  of  the  reduced  Serjt  & the  youngest 
have  no  pay.  certainly  Castorff  can  have  no  claim  As  he  pled  his 
time  was  out  4 that  he  was  no  longer  A Soldier;  besides  his  ill 
usage  of  me  I made  him  A Serj^  the  winter  we  lay  At  Albany  in 
room  of  Serj^  Aberhard  & in  less  than  A 3'ear,  after,  he  told  me  his 
timo  was  out  or  soon  to  be  out  & insisted  on  his  discharge;  had  he 
told  me  that  before  I promoted  him  he  should  never  have  been  Ser jl; 
he  was  the  first  that  mentioned  it,  which  was  A very  bad  example;  & 
was  Afterwards  very  negligent;  I never  Ask'd  him  to  stay. 


I should  have  been  very  glad  to  have  sent  Macintosh  to 
Pittsburg  with  this,  but  he  himself  is  convinced  how  improper  it 
would  be  At  this  juncture;  I Am  however  obliged  to  your  goodness  in 
letting  me  know  he  might  be  sent,  he&liis  wife  were  to  have  brought 
up  2 milch  cows,  a material  Article  As  Mather  says.  I hope  Mr  Dow 
is  at  Pittsburg,  I have  wrote  to  him  by  this  Opportunity  to  send 
us  up  necessaries;  my  Company  & the  Cap^  Are  in  an  odd  Situation, 
we  have  Scarce  Shirt,  Shoe,  or  Stockings;  all  by  the  disappointment 
from  Mr  Levy  our  Suttler  at  Niagara,  his  things  were  not  come  up 
when  I left  Niagara,  but  he  said  he  expected  great  plenty  & would 
send  them  by  Mr  Dow;  they  vrere  not  come  then;  4 when  Moss  left  that 
place  10  days  Ago  he  had  got  nothing,  4 everybody  believes  he  is 
broke.  It  Seems  we  ly  some  chance  of  seeing  General  Amherst  here, 
I hope  so,  tho'  we  are  so  ill  clothed.  I have  more  battoes  than  I 
can  Send  men  with,  but  of  the  number  I returned  there  Are  2 that 
tho'  very  good  ones  As  ever  I saw  are  so  Small  they  could  not  carry 
above  4 or  5 barrils,  they  vrere  traders  battoes  provided  for  M^ 
Christie  to  bring  him  here. 
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I .am  obliged  to  you  for  the  Mews  you  sent  me,  & an  glad 
to  hear  of  Mr  Bentink's  promotion.  I received  the  seeds  you  sent  & 
the  things  brought  up  by  Mckintosh. 

I have  some  thoughts  of  sending  some  petrifactions  I picked 
up  on  this  Lake  to  Mr  Charles  Townsend  with  whom  I had  once  some 
intimacy  & who  is  a man  of  taste  & letters,  but  I scarce  know  how 
to  send  them  or  what  to  call  him  in  the  direction  (the  papers  call 
him.  Secretary  at  War)  when  I called  At  his  house  when  last  in  London 
he  was  gone  to  the  Country,  it  is  very  possible  that  now  that  he 
is  so  great  A man  he  may  not  know  me,  else  I had  wrote  to  him 
sooner.  I should  be  obliged  to  you  if  you  could  tell  me  how  to 
direct  for  him.

It  would  give  me  great  pleasure,  to  have  an  opportunity 
of  attending  you  to  the  Falls;  I have  seen  them  four  times,  & on 
both  sides,  & always  discover  new  beauties,  owing  either  to  my 
inattention  before,  or  the  Difference  of  the  Cascade,  which  prob- 
ably depends  on  the  volume  of  the  River  above,  being  greater,  or 
less.
